ARAB ECONOMIC SOCIAL COUNCIL AGREES ON ECONOMIC ACCORDS 
Joint Arab Economic Charter 
Tunis LA PRESSE DE TUNISIE in French 12 Sep 80 p 1 
[Text] Accord reached on inter-Arab investment agreement. 
Steps for admission of PLO as observer with IMF being taken. 


Tunis--The 29th regular session of the Council of Arab Ministers of Economy, which 
concluded ite deliberations on Wednesday, has adopted a plan for a joint Arab 
economic action charter designed to promote cooperation and economic reciprocity 
among the Arab nations. 


This plan will be submitted at the First Arab Economic Summit Meeting, which is to 
be held next November in Amman (Jordan). 


The council has also adopted an inter-Arab agreement on investments presented by 
Tunisia. It has retained the principle of Arab Economic and Social Development 
Fund (FADES) and Arab Monetary Fund (FMA) capital growth. 


These two institutions, which have been meeting since yesterday in Tunis, are to 
particularly discuss the ways and means of producing this capital growth. 


And lastly, the council has appointed a committee to study the draft of an agreement 
designed to facilitate trade among the Arab countries. This draft will be submitted 
at the council's next meeting, scheduled for 25 February in Tunis. 


The Economic and Social Council has, furthermore, decided to take steps to admit 
the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) as an observer at International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and World Bank meetings. 


Assistant Secretary General of the League of Arab States for Economic Affairs 
Abdelhassen Zelzela said that the council has reaffirmed its earlier resolutions on 
the need for granting the PLO observer status at IMF and World Bank meetings. The 
council, which consists of the ministers of economy of those Arab nations that are 
members of the League of Arab States, has decided to step up its efforts to achieve 
this objective. 








Sources close t« the council stress the fact that the Arab nations’ request on 
behalf of the PLO te in accordance with IMF and World Bank statutes which ,rovide 
for the admission of observers. 


The same sources feel that, since most of the member-nations favor PLO admission, 
it should in principle be accepted, 


Inter-Arab [Investment Agreement 
Tunis LA PRESSE DE TUNISIE in French 11 Sep 80 p 4

[Text] Last night, the Arab Economic and Social Council concluded the proceedings 
of ite 29th regular session, which took place from 8 to 10 September at the Hotel 
Africa in Tunis and were presided over by Palestinian delegation head Walid Kamhawi. 


At a press conference he held immediately after the conlcusion of the council's 
deliberations, Assistant Secretary General of the League of Arab States for Economic 
Affairs Dr Zelzela described this session as “the most positive and most effective 
of all the sessions in view of the importance of the issues that were dealt with 

and the interest it represented as a preliminary session for the coming Arab 
economic summit meeting." 


Among the chief positive points of this session, Dr Zelzela emphasized the agreement 
of all council members on the pan-Arab economic action charter, whose most important 
principles are the neutralization of economic action, Arab economic citizenship, 
preferential treatment, economic solidarity and the freedom of workers to move 

about freely within the Arab world. 


The league's assistant secretary general said that another important point adopted 
by the council was the inter-Arab investment agreement, which he felt constitutes 
"a big step" toward the strengthening of inter-Arab cooperation since it grants 
Arab investors legal and financial guarantees and treatment which, while not 
privileged, is at least equal to that reserved for local nationals inorder to 
encourage these investors to let their cap! grow inside the Arab world and 
benefit their sister nations. 


The council also demonstrated its desire to favor the growth of FADES and FMA 


capital and to open special accounts in these two funds to come to the aid of the 
less advanced Arab countries. 


Dr Zelzela, furthermore, admitted that the council had to postpone discussion of 
several items on this session's agenda until the next session, which will be held 
next 25 February. Among the chief items that were postponed was the draft of an 
agreement on inter-Arab trade.

[Speech by Tunisian Prime Minister Mohamed Mzali in Tunis on the occasion of the 
24th session of the Arab Economic and Socia) Council; date not given] 
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[Text] Tunieia ia fe the drafting of a uniform treaty 
for the protection of investments. 


Let ue make this a decade of overall Arab development. 
Mr President, Your Highnesses, Your Excellencies, Dear Friends: 


Firet of all, I would Like to warmly greet you, to welcome you in the name of the 
president, the government and the people of Tunisia and extend to you greetings 
from his excellency President Habib Bourguiba and his wishes for a pleasant stay 
among us here and complete success in your deliberations. 


I would also like to congratulate you on the efforte you have made these past 2 days 
to evaluate the Arab and international economic situations, to seek ways to con- 
sOlidate cooperation among the Arab countries and to establish the sound basis for 
economic relations among our countries first and then between the Arab community and 
foreign economic and political cartels with the aim of preserving the interests of 
the Arab Nation and of strengthening its position in international forums. 


Honorable Delegates, 


We believe that the chief objective of any Arab action should be the mobilization of 
our energies and our potential to liberate occupied Arab territories and to achieve 
the desire of the Palestinian people, that is, the creation of their own state. 


This oblige us to further affirm the might and invulnerability of the Arab Nation 
such that it will be able to deal with Zionist attempts to dominate us and to carry 
out plans for colonization aimed at Judaizing occupied Palestinian and Arab 
territories, including the holy city of Al Quds [Jerusalem] which the enemy is 
trying to empty of its Arab citizens and where it is applying a policy of fait 
accompli. 


It is also indispensable for us to operate through the media to further enlarge the 
audience for the legitimate struggle the Arab Nation is engaged in, at the top of 
the list the heroic people of Palestine, the objective being to gain the support 
necessary for the triumph of our just causes. 


Moreover, it is to our advantage to reactivate the north-south dialogue and the 
Arab-African and Arab-Arab dialogues through which the Arab community will work for 
the recognition of our inalienable national rights and of the PLO as a unique and 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people and for Israel's withdrawal 
from occupied Palestinian and Arab territories. 


Firm Arab determination as regards the Knesseth's vote on Al Quds has produced a 
profound repercussion in international forums. All those countries that had 
diplomatic representatives in Al Quds have hastened to transfer their embassies 

to Tel Aviv, convinced as they are of the legitimacy of the Arab position following 
the Security Council's adoption of a resolution opposing recognition of Al Quds as 
capital of Israel. 











Reduce Gaps Between Arab Countries 
Honorable Delegates, 


The realization of this strategy for joint Arab economic action, which your 
honorable council has approved at this special session in Amman will require of us a 
long-term effort for the construction of an Arab economy based on reciprocity, which 
will tighten our ranks and eliminate disparities. 


Collectively and individually, the Arab nations are faced with serious challenges 
that threaten their existence and prevent them from following the path of economic 
reciprocity and political solidarity. 


While Zionist aggression represents the chief challenge to our existence, our 
civilization and our future, economic, social and technological underdevelopment 
conetitutes a threat to the Arab Nation's aspriations for prosperity and union. 


Disparities of income and wealth in the Arab countries constitute a problem that has 
shaped and will continue to shape economic and political relations among the Arab 
nations. 


To be sure, these nations have individually worked out plans aimed at limiting the 
gaps between the social classes and at achieving overall development within their 
respective countries. But the time has come today to work with determination on 
the basis of a sincere political desire to reduce the gaps between Arab countries 
by at least enabling certain favored ones among them to catch up with the main 
body of developed countries. This task is not difficult for a nation united by 
bonds of language, religion, civilization and common destiny. 


Establishment of Joint Arab Projects 


During the past decade, Arab countries with financial surpluses have made con- 
siderable efforts to speed up the process of growth in the developing countries, 
particularly in Arab countries. This aid has contributed to the realization of 
the development programs and plans of the countries involved and to the launching 
of reciprocal Arab economic action, put into practice by the establishment of 
joint Arab projects. 


However, these efforts have not yet come up to the level of the hopes and aspirations 
of the Arab Nation, which has forced the deficit Arab states to borrow on inter- 
national financial markets to finance their development plans and to bear the heavy 
burden of the terms they thus have to accept. 


It in only natural for Arab states with limited resources to expect a regular and 
well-organized contribution from their sister nations with financial surpluses. 
Thus, through these investments, Arab capital will serve to strengthen the forward 
motion of our development. 











Honorable Delegates, 


Tunisia supports your efforts toward the drafting of a uniform treaty for the 
protection of investments. The object of this treaty is the judicious ucilization 
of surpluses for profitable Arab projects that will benefit the entire Arab Nation 
and consolidate its joint economic interests, inasmuch ae Arab capital invested in 
Arab countries poses less problems than foreign capital. 


First of All Liberate Arab Spirit and Determination 


in order to encourage investors of Arab capital, Tunisia has constantly granted them 
guarantoes, privileges and even concessions. This is why we take the liberty of 
insisting o1 this point which, to our way of thinking, will represent the cornerstone 
of joint Arab action in the 1980's. So we join you in your praiseworthy efforts to 
ake of this decade one of overall Arab developwent. 


sso take my hat off to your agreement on the increase in funds to be allotted to 
1 onel development funds and on the strengthening of the FADES and FMA through 
increases in their capital and improvement of their methods of cperation in order 
to permit them to speed up the process of economic and social development in the 
‘rab countries, to facilitate trade among them and to intensify them. 


Honorable Delegates, 


Future generations would judge us harshly if we failed to assure the development of 
the Arab citizen since he is both the craftsman of development and its ultimate 
objective. 


This is why it is appropriate for us to first of all liberate Arab spirit and 
determination, which could not be achieved without the development of human 
resourc’s and without improving the level of our technological acquisitions, which 
must be diffused on a large scale throughout the Arab world. This will be the price 
we have to pay to reduce our dependence on the industrial world in the different 
domains of development. 


Pursue Action to Link and Associate Our Economic Interests 


| have with great satisfaction noted that heading your list of objectives of the 
strategy for a joint Arab economic action program is the necessity of liberating 
the Arab and freeing his creative energies to get him to participate in the 
development program and to profit from its benefits. 


We are convinced that the overall development that has motivated the efforts of 
generations of Arabs and which has pressed them to make sacrifices is based 
essentially on the necessity of satisfying the basic needs of our citizens, of 
assuring them dignity by affording all of them opportunities for learning and by 
creating productive and profitable jobs that benefit the whole community, which 
will make possible greater participation of the people in the effort toward 
deveiopment. 











Honorable Delegates, 


Overall Arab development will certainly profit from the develoyment in progress in 
each Arab country and will also be strengthened by the joint Arab action plan. 


This ite why we must make an effort to gradually reduce the gap between the Arab 
countries and pursue our action to link and associate Arab economic interests. To 
our way of thinking, this is the best path to follow to realize the aspirations o! 
the Arab Nation and the generations of Arabs who have been striving for well-bein,, 
and union. 


Aside from conducting joint Arab projects and promoting trade and capital iuvestment 
among the Arab councries, we must grant the support necessary for the realization of 
each country's development plans, all the while working toward their integration 

into the framework of a pan-Arab plan for joint economic action. This support 

mut above all be realized through participation in the financing of projects for 

the construction of economic and social facilities designed to create new opportunities 
for investment and profit. 


In connection with this, permit me to remind you that the ‘oor of Arab and African 


national struggles, that supreme fighter, Habib Bourgui) , .2: nade all the problems 
we are discussing here together and all Arab concerns i!) focal point of his fight 
against colonialism and imperialism. It is he who has _ the praises of the 


promotion of people. He emancipated women and generalizea education, making 
technological expertise one of the major objectives of education. He has made 
equitable distribution of wealth the foundation of our economy and he has never 
ceased to believe and to affirm that the unicn the Arab countries aspire to must 
first go through a phase of joint reciprocal economy.

Both political and economic joint Arab action has without any doubt benefited from 
the contribution of this meeting of your council. In fact, as have the earlier 
ones, this session of the Arab Economic and social Council has contributed to the 
establishment of constructive and effective resolutions. 


No doubt the agreement that prevails among Arab leaders will work in favor of Arab 
solidarity and spur our nation on to work quickly and resolutely to realize its 
aspirations for dignity and prosperity. 


There can be no doubt that the president of this session has spared no effort to 
see to it that the results anticipated at this meeting were obtained within the 
deadlines set for them. 


In conclusion, let me take advantage of this opportunity to express, before you 
assembled here, to the secretary general of the League of Arab States and his 
collaborator in the ficld of economic development, Dr Abdelhassen Zelzela, and to

Officials Speak at Governors’ Meeting

(Text! A jotiat meeting of the PMA and FADES Councile of Governors wae held yesterday 
morning in Tusie with Meeers Hanna Ouda, president of the Jordanian National Plan 
Council, Mansour Moalla, @inister of finance and plan, Chedli Klibi, secretary 
general of the League of Arab States, Mohamed Imadi, director general of the FADES, 
and Jaouad Hachem, president of the PMA, attending. 


At the start of the proceedings, Mr Hanna Ouda delivered an addrese in which he 
thanked Tunisia for ite hospitality, then turned the presidency of the meeting over 
to Mr Mansour Moalla. 


The minister of finance and plan delivered a speech on this occasion in which he 
said: “We are starting in on a new decade of development during which the Arab 
countries intend to achieve the launching of the Arab economy through mobilization 
of all Arab resources and in conformity with the overall socioeconomic development 
strategy outlined by the secretary general of the league at the recommendation 

of the 10th Arab Summit Meeting and approved by the Arab Economic and Social Counci!. 


"The economic development of the Arab world,” Mr Moalla added, “constitutes the 
essential basis of Arab solidarity and of the reinforcement of Arab positions in 
international forums. The Arab world is today in a state of economic dependence for 
iis food and the satisfaction of ite daily needs as well as for ite equipment and 
defense." 


After reminding us that this meeting was devoted to an examination of the resources, 
waye and means of iinancing Arab economic development, Mr Mansour Moalla noted 

that che Arab Nation has wealth which will enable it tc realize its aspirations if 
ve Arab countries know how to exploit it for the benefit of their development. 

© commection with this he called for the development of financial aid from those 
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Arab countries possessing capital for the other Arab countries to help the latte: 
to finance their national development programs, “It would be desirable fi the 
Arab countries to give up non-Arab financial aid and become autonomous in Lerme of 
financing.” 


The minieter further emphasized the need for increasing FMA and FADES capital so 
that these two inetitutions would be in a position to satiafy the development needs 
of the Arab countries, 


le aleo advocated expansion of the etaffe of these two Arab inetitutions, 


Mr Moalla called on these two institutions to act to get competent Arabe practicing 
their spectalties abroad to return to the Arab countries and place their abilities 
at the service of the Arab Nation, which hae great need of these abilities. 


lio minister of finance and plan recommended increased cooperation and exchanges 
of experience and information between these two institutions and Arab financial 
organisations. 


tle aleo advocated reform and revision of the methods of operation of the two funds 
to adapt them to the needs and realities of the Arab countries. 


Noting that our problem moet often lies in the choice of projects and their 
execution, Mr Moalla called on the FADES to aid the Arab countries in the domain 
of identification and conception of economic projects. 


"The Arab countries,” Mr Moalla added in conclusion, “are now being called on to 
rely on their own resources and to give serious thought to the realization of their 
objectives, which are the protection of their territories, property and independence 
under one and the same banner and within the framework of a reciprocal economy.” 


The Arab countries are also being called on to consolidate the various Arab funds 
eo that they will be able to respond to the needs and economic and social 
aspirations of the Arab peoples. 


In his speech at the joint meeting of the FMA and FADES Councils of Governors, 

Mr Chedli Klibi, secretary general of the League of Arab States, said: “We need 
solidarity and effective cohesion in the face of the challenges we are confronted 
with, the maneuvers of those who are actively engaged in imposing their domination 
on the peoplee of the Third World, in exhausting their resources, in weakening 
their solidarity, in dividing their ranks, today when the community of thie Third 
World has demonstrated ite ability to change the balance of power and internat ional 
relations. 


But to gain for ourselves, for us Arabs, the freedom to choose and to set out 
options in motion to serve the interests of our nation, we must strengthen our 
unity and improve our relations on the basis of reciprocity among our countries.” 


He, furthermore, stressed the fact that each Arab country has, of course, been 
separetely engaged in increasing its own resou. es and in improving the social and 
economic conditions of its population inside its borders independently of any 
pan-Arab vision, which has involved differences in growth rates and reduced the 








ability to mobilise Arab energies to strengthen pan-Arab security and social 
stability and to speed up the process of development. 


After analyzing the Arab economic situation and stressing the importance of the role 
played by the FADES and the PMA, Mr Klibi said: 


"We coneider what your two inetituttions have accomplished or are getting ready to 
do te be @ contribution to the edification of Arab power, enabling ua to aeeume 
the reaponeibilities involved in overall development and to deal with Israeli acte 
of aggression, whatever form they may take, especially at thie time when we are 
receiving information that gives us cause for concern. 


"The leraeli prime minister, who constantly resorts to a fait accompli policy ae far 
as the international community te concerned, whether it be in the form of the 
settlement of colonies, exactions from Palestinian resiatance fighters in the 
occupied territories or the Judaizgation of Al Qude and proclamation of that city 

as the capital of the Zioniat atate. 


“The day before yeeterday, the Zioniet leader announced that he had reliable 
information establishing the fact that Syria was getting ready to launch an attack 
on terael in a few days.” 


Appeal for Vigilance 


"Thie teehnique is classic,” Mr Klibi added. "We have been stuck with the bill over 
and over again. Each time Ierael decides to engage in an act of aggression againat 
the Arab countries, it sete falee alarme and blusteringly announces that it is 
certain chat the Arabs are preparing to attack. 


"Prom thie rostrum,” the secretary general of the League of Arab States said, “We 
declare that the responsibility for any act of aggression in the region gust be 
assumed by the Zionist state. The latter would, in fact, like to take advantage 
of what it considers to be a vacancy in the government in the Uniced States to 
engage in aggression in order to extend ite territory, establish its domination, 
lay hands on Arab lands and violate holy sites revered by both Moslems and 

Christ tans.” 


He concluded: 


"In the face of these designs, we can only direct to the United Nations, to all 
nations that Love peace and justice, an appeal for vigilance and ask them to 
warn the Zionist government of the consequences of what it may be tempted to 
undertake ageinet UN forces, against Lebanese territory, directly or through 
agente who have Linked their fate with Israeli interests, or after all against 
any country whateoever in the region.

KLIBI ADDRESSES LEBANON PROBLEMS

[Text] It is up to Arabs to support Lebanon and it ie up to Lebanon to work towards 
an Arab solution to the problem. 


Chedli Kiibi, secretary general of the League of Arab Nations left Beirut yesterday 
for Baghdad. 


The secretary general of the league, who was seen off in particular by Puad Butros, 
Lebanese minister of foreign affairs, said the following: 


“The discussions I have had have helped me to get a better grapp of all the elements 
of the Lebanese problem. I can aseure you that this problem is uppermost in the 
minds of the members of the Arab community and of the secretary general of the league. 


"I have informed their excellencies, president Sarkis, Prime Minieter £1 Hoss, and 
Minister of Foreign Affaire Puad Butros of recent Arab decisions regarding Lebanon 
and aimed at strengthening the Lebanese state in all areas and in all ways to resist 
the Israeli enemy and to use the influence which Arab states have achieved to end 
the aggression against Southern Lebanon. 


"We have explored what we ought to do to help Lebanon free itself from the painful 
situation it hae been in for 5 years now and what we might attempt in order to 
begin a movement towards peace, to spread law throughout Lebanese territory, and to 
try to reestablish security in the country. 


"I have aleo spoken with Ministers Jdeph Skaff and Ali Khalil and Brig Gen Sami £1 
Khatib, commander of deterrent forces, particularly about reestablishing Lebanese 
rule and about Arab assistant in the reconstruction of Lebanon. 


"I reassured them that the league would adhere to the unanimous decisions made by 
the Arabs, taking into account the changes which have come about in the geopolitical 
situation of the area in general. 


“at the Chamber of Deputies meeting, I saw President Mounir Abou Pahdi and Deputies 
Abdellatif Bayahoun and Sheykh Amine Gemayel. They explained their opinions on the 
situation in Lebanon and particularly in Southern Lebanon. 











"| aseured thes of natural Arab support of Lebanon and of the conviction among all 
Arabe that there ie a permanent bond between the future of Lebanon and that of the 
Arab community. 


"le te precteely from thie Arab point of view," Klibi concluded, “that the recent 
decision by the league @uaet be viewed which requeste the secretary general to make 
whatever contacts might be necessary to put the question of Southern Lebanon on the 
agenda for the next Arab meet ings."

ARAB JOURNALISTS ASSESS ARAB PRESS 
Kuwait AL-RA'Y AL~'AMM in Arabic 20 Aug 80 p 5 


[Article by Muhammad Rashid al-'Awwid: "What Arab Journalists Have 
To Say About the Arab Press") 


[Text] AL-RA'Y AL~'AMM was blown up, Riyadh Taha was assassinated, 
and prior to all this, Salim al-Lawzi was murdered, 


The word of the preas has become a source of concern, resentment and 
indignation. But the persons concerned--the persons with this power 
to provoke concern, resentment and indignation, prefer not to discuss 
their own affaires, though they discuss all other matters 


We asked them to address this matter and talk about their Arab press. 
We were like someone scraping the scab off their wound, for they talked 
like wounded people. 


I have met with Arab jounaliste at various conferences and political 
gatherings which we attended jointly and then wrote about; I took the 
opportunity to invite them to discuss the Arab press. 


They asked me how reserved they should be in writing about this sub- 
ject. My anewer: “Write freely. Your work will be published in 
Kuwait, where the press is free from the coercion felt by the press in 
most other Arab countries. 


Awaiting a Political Initiative 


Yusuf al-Rafhi, chief of the foreign section of newspaper AL-KHALIJ: 

"The progress of journalism is related first to the theory of govern- 
ment and then to the consciousness of the masses. The theory of gov- 
ernment reflects on the press. If the society lives in a democratic 

state, it means that the press is free. 


"If the theory of government is one of controls, and the press is part 
of the overall entity, then it is aleo controlled. 
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"Arab sensitivities play a very large role in the political topics 
treated by the press, If the relations are good between two countries, 
it te difficult for one to write criticiem of the other country's regime. 
When relations between two countries deteriorate, each government 
inapires the press to criticize, expose and provoke the other regime. 





"in technology and artistry, the Arab press has made great strides, it 
has become nearly the most modern in the world of journaliam. At times, 
this creates a contradiction between form and content. While form ia 
advancing, content isa lagging behind to a great extent. 


"In any case, journaliatic work is making progress. The future of the 
Arab presse is favorable. Officials acknowledge that the press has a 
role to play, and they sense ite influence. One can now see that the 
Arab press has begun to handle subjects which it was previously for- 
bidden to discuss. 


"Finally, the Arab news media constantly seek political initiatives with 
clear guidelines serving the Arabs. Whenever there is such an initia- 
tive, the Arab journalist promptly undertakes to perform his task as 
best he can. The Arab journalist is an Arab citizen who assumes his 
responsibility and works very hard at it." 


Army of Mercenaries and the Prostitution of the Profession 


Ghasean Sharbil of AL-NAHAR in Beirut: "Discussion of journalism 
requires a discussion of freedom. It is a discussion talking place 
throughout the Arab nation. Where there is no freedom, there is no 
journalism, because the press which echoes just one voice cannot 
respect truth and enrich the reader. 


"Thus, a discussion of the Arab press leads us to certain situations 
where there are independent newspapers not forced to advocate this or 
that party, or to applaud one regime or another. 


"Such cases are so few, they are rare in our Arab world. A journalist 
rarely has the opportunity to make effective criticism. He is usually 
given a conditional right to criticize, so that the right to criticize 
is transformed into an obligation to express approval and support. 


"The problem does not just involve the press. It is a problem of the 
way the various regimes regard the Arab individual, who is still viewed 
as 4 quantity. 


"In the short run, I do not expect the independent press to grow. On 
the contrary, I expect an increased campaign against the independent 
press, using ‘emarter’ methods. 


"While I criticize regimes, I do not overlook directing criticism at 
institutions of the press and newsmen themselves, because an army of 
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mercenaries has shared in proatituting this profeasion. The ordinary 
citizen has come to see the press as a mere mouthpiece, so often have 
certain journailsets acted as servanta, 


"Finally, the development of a genuine, fress preas which respects the 
individual depends on an increase in the progress or growth of democra- 
tic and secular movements in various Arab societies." 


Press is the Captive of all Regimes 


Muhammad al-Aehhab, former editor of the daily AL-MITHAQ AL-WATANI, which 
expresses the opinion of the parliamentary majority in Morocco: "The 
situation of the Moroccan press is something that affects me personally 
at present. It is a situation where it is difficult to find journalis- 
tie work free of the tyranny of the party press. 


"It is true that the existence of pulpite of information through which 
the political institutions express their positions and proclaim their 
principles is a positive sign. However, the tyranny of party opinion 
over journalism clearly contributes toward not publishing the simple 
objective truth. 


"Every morning these various political pulpits publish various opinions 
in line with their basic postulates. The reader does not try to seek 
the truth elsewhere. 


"In other words, I'm saying that journalism in Morocco is the same as 
the profession of a politician. Thus, changing jobs from one newspaper 
to another is considered a switch from one line to another. Conse- 
quently, professional ‘ournalism is nonexistent. 


"As for the emigre prees, I think it has fallen into the same trap as 
the one into which the press in the Arab world has fallen. 


"The basic problem of the Arab press in general is one of freedom. 


"Allegiance to one regime or another confines the practice of journalism, 
whether publication is in Europe or the Arab world. For this reason, 


emigration is useless. 
. 


"In essence, journalism has remained the captive of all regimes, of any- 
one who pays the most. It has become like a commodity sold here and 
there." 


Michel al-Nimri of the Lebanese AL-SAFIR: "Democracy is the necessary 
motive force for the development of journalism. 


"With the utmost objectivity, we can say that Arab journalism has 
registered gains, both quantitative and qualitative, in recent years. 
The leap forward might have been greater and more significant, were it 
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not for the barriers which have prevented and continue to prevent this. 
The most prominent of these factors are: 


"1, The absence of democratic freedoms. Various forma of deep-rooted 
Eastern deapotiam and the lack of disposition to inform atill prevail 
in the region. 


“Democracy is the motive force for the development of journalism, With- 
out democracy, we will continue to remain in place, It is democracy 
which allows all factions to eurface, and members of the Left to express 
their opinions without members of the Right or Center being deprived of 
this right. 


"The absence of democracy deforms not only the press, but also the 
individual Arab from within. Under programmed suppression, the indi- 
vidual becomes a freak who is completely powerless. 


“IL do not want to talk too much about this factor, which is well known 
to everyone. I will say only that those who think they can protect their 
political or economic positions by prohibiting freedoms make a great 
mistake. 


"The absence of democracy creates its own antithesis. It creates a 
tendency toward conspiracy and terrorism. It generates violence. It 
causes a resort to arms. The mistakes of democracy may be corrected 
only through more democracy. 


"2. The second factor is the obstacles and barriers raised against the 
press at the borders between Arab countries, making it a regional press 
with Limited concerns. The destruction of these obstacles and barriers 
fabricated by imperialism is imperative for the development of the press, 
for the Arab nation to regain its unity, for the individual Arab to 
achieve prosperity, and for our nation to take its place in building a 
happier and more humane society. 


"In this connection, I think the initial step lies in permitting the 
free transmission of ideas of all shades, so that every Arab field is 
transformed into a rich garden by the great diversity of the colors of 
its flowers. 


"3. The third factor in the decline of journalism is the fact that 
certain wealthy persons have entered the world of newspaper publishing 
because of their tremendous funds in banks, not because of any particu- 
lar interest they have in the press. 


"The investment of funds in newspaper projects is not in itself objec- 
tionable, but what is objectionable is the capitalists who set them- 
selves up as masters of a profession in which they have no previous 
experience or knowledge. 
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"The capitalists’ invasion of the domain of the preas, even if it hos 
contributed toward the technological development of this press, has 
unfortunately transformed it into a consumer commodity not subject to 
the standards applicable to this commodity, 


"Ae I mentioned, these are some of the basic factors. One can include 
scores of other reasons and secondary factors, but I preferred to stick 
to the basic ones, 





"The greatest lie which has deceived some people for a long time is 
the claim of certain newspapers and magazines that they were forced to 
emigrate and publish in certain Western capitals for reasons connected 
with democracy. 


"Despite all its tragedy and despite the war which has continued without 
a halt during the last 5 years, Lebanon is still the oasis of democracy 
compared to the Eastern despotism prevailing in most of the other Arab 
countries. 


"The magazine AL-SAYYAD, for example, is primarily social in nature and 
does not suffer from political problems. Nonetheless, it is published 
where it has emigrated, even though its sister AL-ANWAR is still pub- 
lished in Beirut. 


"AL=NAHAR AL~'ARABI WA AL=DUWWALI is published in Paris, and its sister 
AL=-NAHAR is published in Beirut. Why is the former published in Paris 
for reasons of democracy, while the latter is published in Beirut? 


There are numerous other examples. The magazines involved are very 

well known to the reader. I do not want to disparage them, but let them 
permit me to ask them to stop claiming that the absence of democracy is 
a reason for their publication abroad. 


"We do not reveal any secret when we say that their situation has not 
changed. Whether they are in Beirut, Paris or Sierra Leone, they are 
the captives of the governments which finance them." 


[Unidentified opinion from) 'UKAZ, Saudi Arabia: "The Arab press today is 
in its most critical stage. Faced with a reader who no longer accepts 
everything written at face value, it is trying to improve its image, and 
to gain the confidence of the Arab reader who has become conscious, 
mature, and in a position to bring any newspaper either success or 
failure. The degree of awareness acquired by the Arab reader makes it 
impossible for any writer or newspaper to ignore his thinking. There 

are no longer any fallacies which find a place among his thoughts. The 
reader seeks nothing but the truth. He wants the opportunity to make 

up his own mind, and not have an opinion imposed on him. 


"Also the Arab press today faces an apprehensive reader who is subjected 
to psychological pressure, and who feels that his nation is a center of 
attention, with the entire world staring at it. Perhaps his importance 
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to the world has made him search himself for his proper place in the 
world, and has sharpened his thinking. 





"These things taken together require the Arab press today to be a press 
of ideas, rather than a commercial publication adapting itself to the 
‘commercial’ or ‘political’ market! 


"An authentic, distinguished press reflects our culture and values, 
without narrow-mindedness, but with a bold intellectual receptivity 
and confidence in the strengths of a nation with a noble history. 


"Our Arab press today must suggest guidelines to deal with our ‘chronic’ 
social problems. 


"Our Arab press must play a role in molding a new responsible generation. 


"Our Arab press must be honest with itself above all, and then honest with 
others!" 


He Seldom Sees the Arab Press 


Hisham Mansur of Tunis, correspondent of the Swiss News Agency and 
Swiss Radio: 


"I do not have complete knowledge of the Tunisian press, because I have 
not lived in Tunisia tor a long time. However, I can say that the prob- 
lems of the Tunisian press are the same as those of the Arab press. 
There are certain differences reflected by the difference in regimes. 
The Maghrib [Moroccan] press is a partisan press where each newspaper 

is the spokesman for one party or another. However, in Tunisia there 

is one ruling political party; consequently the press there is a one- 
party press. 


"{In Tunisia,] there are three newspapers published in Arabic and three 
in French. These newspapers are almost all the same, because Tunisian 
newspapers are more concerned with news than analysis. They reflect 

events on the surface without examining their background or dimensions. 


"As for the freedom granted the Tunisian press, it is relative. We can 
criticize social and economic domains, but the Tunisian press is not 
allowed to approach or discuss the domain of politics. 


"The opposition press in Tunisia includes the monthly AL-DIMUQRATIYAH 
and the weekly AL-RA'Y. Since they are not dailies, their influence on 
Tunteien society is negligible. Their readership is limited, and does 
not include the entire Tunisian society. I may add that Tunisian bor- 
ders are open to Arab newspapers, except for the extremist newspapers 
which are not allowed to enter Tunisia. 
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"One last thing I would like to mention is that as an Arab journalist 
working in Switzerland, | seldom see the Arab press, so as to revicw 
and quote it. When | visit Arab embassies in Geneva, [and ©‘. for 


Arab newspapers], I receive apologies, because the newspapers of their 
respective countries do not reach them!"

FRESH RUSSIAN TROOPS REPORTEDLY LAND NEAR IRANIAN BORDER 
Karachi JASARAT in Urdu 26 Aug 80 pp 3, 6 


[Article: "Mujahidin Attack Babrak Karmal's Residence in Kabul; An Under- 
secretary Wounded; 10,000 Fresh Russian Troops Equipped With Modern Weapons 
Arrive in Afghanistan") 


[Text] Tokyo, 25 Aug (APP/APA)--The Afghan Mujahidin claim that they have 
destroyed Karmal's residence. The Chinese News Agency, XINHUA, reports 
that the Mujahidin carried out this attack last week. According to this 
report, the residence was built for Karmal's father. An undersecretary, 
(Mahmud?) Gulam was seriously wounded as a result of the attack. 


The Mujahidin have increased their activities in Kannar, Paktia, Nangarhar, 
Kunduz and Parwan. According to another report, the Russians last week 
attacked Wardak Province using planes, tanks, helicopters and armored cars. 
The activities of the Mujahidin are limited [there], because of the army 
stationed on roads joining Kabul with Ghazni. On the second day of the 
attack, the Russian army used more destructive weapons. Russian planes 
heavily bombed (Ankhi Shansh) Valley and Garot hills and used poison gas, 
tear gas and sleep-inducing gas. Inspite of all of this, it was the 
Russians who suffered more loss of life. 


According to one report, the chief commander of Hazb-e-Islami [forces] was 
recently killed in Piktia. The Mujahid, Qadeer Mohammed, had joined 
Mohammed Yunun Khaalis' Hazb-e-Islami 2 years ago. 


Meanwhile, 10,000 Russian troops equipped with the latest weapons have 
arrived in a central province of Afghanistan near the Iranian border. 
According to the reports reaching Kabul, these soldiers landed at the 
airport of (Sheen Dand) from Russia. This airport is 90 kilometers east 
of the Afghan-Iran border, and V kilometers east of the center of 
Afghanistan. The Russian army now numbers 80,000. According to Afghan 
tourists, the military airbase of Sheen Dar [previously spelled Dand] 

has been transformed into a civilian airport, because war is continuously 
raging in that part of the city.

RUSSIANS PLAN lu MOVE PEOPLE FROM AROUND CONTROLLED CITIES 
Lahore NAWA-I-WAQT in Urdu 29 Aug 80 pp 3, 10 


[News report: "The Mujahidin Surround Jalalabad, Engage in Fierce Fighting 
With Russian Army; All Roads to Jalalabad Are Cut Off; Russian Army Moves 
by Means of Helicopters; Part of Control Tower at Airport Destroyed") 


[Text] London, 28 Aug (Radio Report)--The Afghan Mujahidin have besieged 
the city and military cantonment of Jalalabad situated on the highway 
connecting the Khyber Pess and Kabul. The Russian army can reach the 
cantonmnent by air only. The Russian army is trying to break the siege, 
and ha; asked for reinforcements. Heavy fighting resulting in great loss 
of life on both sides is reported. 


According to reports reaching New Delhi, this is the biggest battle since 
Russia entered Afghanistan. The Mujahidin downed two helicopters and one 
MIG fighter. In addition, they destroyed several armored cars and tanks. 
They closed all roads leading to the city, and are attacking the enemy 
from hillocks around the city. The freedom fighters also attacked the 
airport of Jalalabad and destroyed a part of the control tower. To deal 
with the deteriorating situation, Russian army reinforcements have been 
flown in, Battles in other parts of the country are also reported. 


According to the BBC, Jalalabad is very important because of its geographical 
proximity to Pakistan. Therefore, Russia will leave no stone unturned to 
free it from the Mujahidin. A large counterattack by the Russians is ex- 
pected soon. The loss of Jalalabad would endanger control over the puppet 
government ir Kabul. Meanwhile, trucks carrying fruit were struck on 

the Jalalabaa-Kabul highway. and were forced to return to Kabul. 


According to the Voice of America, Russian artillery stationed 20 miles 
north of Kabul is shelling the area heavily and forcing the local popula- 
tion to move to Kabul. Fighting has also started in (Pighman) and (Shakar 
Durra). Im the south, around the (Kandoz) area, Russian planes bombed a 
small town. According to some diplomatic sources, the recently arrived 
delegation of senior military officers from Russia has suggested using 
guerrilla tactics against the Mujahidin. The Karmal government is going 
to follow that advice. 
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Removal of People Around Cities 


According to APA, the Russian army in Afghanistan is working on a plan 
according to which people in areas surrounding cities under Russian contro! 
will be eaked to move, in order to protect the cities from the influence 

of the Mujahddin, who have a atrong hold on rural areas. According to this 
plan, the Rugeians have begun to attack the hideoute of freedom fighters.

RUSSLANS REPORT&ULY STALLED IN MILITARY DEADLOCK

[Text] Karachi, 24 Aug--After 8 months, the Russians have still not 
succeeded in controlling the rural areas of Afghanistan. Inepite of their 
80,000 troops in Afghanistan, the Russians have not achieved anything more 
than an embarrassing military deadlock. This impression was given by the 
former U.S. ambassador to Afghanistan, Robert Newman. Mr Newman told the 
weekly TIMES that while the Russians can afford to stay in Afghanistan 

for an infinite period of time, they cannot win the war. The people of 
Afghanistan will not let them win the war. 


Last week a high level Russian delegation arrived in Afghanistan. According 
to some diplomatic sources, this delegation is going to examine the reasons 
for the slow progress of the war. The TIMES reported that people visiting 
Kabul get the feeling that Kabul ie in a state of siege. After many weeks 
of efforts, Russian armored cars are still stationed on corners of roads 

and in front of government buildings. Russian officers are afraid to leave 
Kabul. Kabul police search taxis at night for weapons and identification 
of riders, because the Russians are concerned about the rebellion of 

Afghan soldiers and attacks by the Mujahidin. 


The Russians have suffered heavy losses in Herat, a commerce center with a 
population of 160,000, situated in the western part of the country. Herat 
is totally out of Karmal's control, and is in great turmoil. Freedom 
fighters and Afghan soldiers are engaged in fighting round the clock. The 
famous eye hospital of the city, named after Noor Mohammed Taraki has been 
closed. The Afghan army, which once boasted a number of 100,000 troops in 
its ranks, is almost scattered now. The Russians, inspite of their repeated 
claims that they are only temporarily in the country, clearly plan to make 
this a satellite state. They exercise full control over all ministries 
through their advisers known as undersecretaries. 
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According te 4 government order, Russian has been declared asa second 
laiguage in schools and has been made compulsory. The New Delhi corres- 
pondent of Lendon's DALLY TELEGRAPH reports that the Russiane have started 
a regular program to influence the minds of young Afghans and Rusetan 
teachers have recently taken control of Kabul University and other educa- 
tional imatitutions, Hundreds of Afghan young men are sent to Moscow 


on echolarships, and Afghan educational inatitutions are being supplied

POUR ANTI=KARMAL PORMER MINISTERS EXECUTED IN KABUL 
Karachi JASARAT in Urdu 27 Aug 80 pp 1, 6 


[Article: “Pour Anti-Karmal (Former) Ministers Executed in Kabul; Russian 
Commander's Jeep Destroyed in a Mine Explosion in Sarobi") 


(Text) New Delhi, 26 Aug (APP/REUTER/Radio Report)--Four (former) ministers 
of the anti-Karmal Khalq faction have been . Among the executed are: 
minister of higher education, Mohammed Sooma; [former] miuister of education, 
Halbeli; [former] minister of power, Mansoor Hashmi; and [former] minister 
of culture, Khial Mohammed Kitwazi. All of them were in jail in Pul Charkhi. 


According to reports reaching Delhi, the activities of the Mujahidin are 
increasing by leaps and bounds. At Sarobi, on the Kabul-Jalalabad road, 
the freedom fighters blew up the jeep of a Russian commander with a mine. 
The commander, his daughter and two officers in the jeep were killed, 


The restlessness of the Afghan soldiers stationed in Sarobi is very important, 
because they are charged with keeping the Khyber Pass open. Conditions 

in Sarobi have worsened following the inner strife of the Khalq and Parcham 
factions of the ruling party. Reports of skirmishes between commandoes and 
officers of the government army have been received. 


Meanwhile, travel between Kabul and Jalalabad has been suspended, because 
the road between the two cities is closed. Hundreds of trucks carrying 
fruit are stranded on the highway. If this road is closed for a long 
period of time, it will adversely affect the already suffering Afghan 
economy. It will also cause scarcity of food in the country. 


According to the BBC, the Kabul-(Torkhum) road has been destroyed by the 
Mujahidin. Hundreds of trucks are stranded outside the capital on this 
road leading to the Khyber Pass. The Afghan Mujahidin have increased 
their activities against the Afghan Marxist Party. Their activities are 
more pronounced in three provinces. About 3 or 35 members of this party 
are killed daily in Kunduz, Takhar and Baghlan. The Mujahidin claim in 
one pamphlet that they have killed 1,800 supporters of the government 
during the last 2 months. 











Meanwhile, Kabul Radio reports clashes between the government forces and 
the Mujahidin in several parte of Afghanietan, The radio claims that a 
group of Mujahidin was annihilated and 10 Mujahidin were captured in 
Helmand, However, thie report was not verified, 


The mayor of Qhasikar ie among those killed recently, According to a 
-eport, the mayor was working at hie home, when two gunmen jumped the fence 
around hie house and began to fire, killing the mayor, hie wife, two 
children and 4 servant.

{Text} London, 29 Aug--The governor of Nangarhar Province has fled from 
his official residence, Jalalabad is Nangarhar's capital, and ia being 
besieged by the Mujahidin. According to the DAILY TELEGRAPH, after 
fleeing his residence, the governor took refuge in the garrison of the 
19th Afghan brigade. According to information received, the siege of 
Jalalabad is considered to be the biggest challenge to the Russians so 
far. It is eaid that the Mujahidin have mined all roads leading to 
Jalalabad. 


According to the DAILY TELEGRAPH tourists arriving in New Delhi report 
that Russian bombers are bombing towns north of Kabul. The Russians are 
using napalm bombs, which is causing heavy destruction in these towns. 
Numerous innocent citizens have died; very few are safe. 


The Afghan Mujahidin and rebel government soldiers have captured a power 
station in Sarobi, plunging many parte of Kabul in darkness. According 
to a source in Kabul, 40 soldiers belonging to the military garrison in 
Sarobi have joined the Mujahidin along with their weapons. According to 


an earlier report, the army was called to suppress some disturbances caused 
by commandoes in Sarobi. 


According to western diplomatic sources, the Kabul-Jalalabad road was 
opened to traffic on Thursday night [28 August). This road was closed 

on 20 August because of Russian and Afghan army movements. According 

to some reports, the Mujahidin had mined this road between (Surakhpur) 

and (Mahipur). According to a reliable source in Kabul, the Russians 
bombed the old city of Jalalabad. The Mujahidin have now taken over 

this area, and forced the governor and other officials to take refuge 

in a military garrison. This source added that there was heavy loss of 
life on both sides. More than 300 soldiers of the Russian and government 
armies were killed. Also, seven helicopters and two MIG planes were downed.

CRUDE PRODUCTION CUTBACK STATISTICS REPORTED 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 22 Sep 80 p 1 


[Article signed E.M.: “A Positive Contribution to the Stabilization of the 
Market") 


[Text] Like other OPEC members, Algeria has just announced a cutback in 
its oil exports. 


The cutback, amounting to 100,000 barrels a day, will become effective 
within a few days, and it of course contributes to the trend taking shape 
among OPEC members aiming to reabsorb the current surplus, which exerts 
intolerable pressure on the crude oil prices of OPEC countries. 


If one takes into account the statements made by certain OPEC countries 
since the Vienna conference, one can estimate as of today that the volun- 
tary cutbacks decided upon amount to a million barrels a day. 


It is very probable that this trend will increase and could affect all 

OPEC countries. Cutbacks could thus amount to nearly 2.7 million barrels 

a day. This indicates the importance of the measures that each OPEC coun- 
try has decided to take on its own in order to modify the current situation 
of the market, which is unfavorable to OPEC countries and is at present 
characterized by a record stock estimated at 6.7 billion among OECD nations. 


These decisions prepare a climate more favorable to the examination of 
different dossiers to be submitted to the sovereigns and chiefs of state 
who will be meeting in Baghdad at the beginning of November. 


It is undeniable that the decrease in exports from OPEC countries, if it 
should become general as seems to be the case among the whole membership, 
constitutes a positive factor improving the chances first that an OPEC 
summit will be held, and second that it will succeed. 


This should be considered a contribution to the stabiliziation of the 
market, which is characterized at present by excessive overstocking, be- 
cause, while in the short run this overstocking constitutes a means of 
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exerting pressure on oi] prices, it can only result, in the long run, tn 
situations similar to those we experienced during the year ‘79, leadin 
consequently to a disorganization of the totality of rules governing th. 
international oil market. 


The readjustment of the price of a barrel between 1979 and 1980 was 
certainly a factor which encouraged hopes for a great mobilization of other 
energy sources. It simulates consuming countries to save energy, and, as 

4 last resort, it draus the attention of the international community to 

the pending or ultimate riske of an oil shortage, and consequently to the 
prospect of a serious economic recession. 


Developing nations have nothing to gain from such a prospect, and their 
supplies are in danger of being seriously compromised, eventhough some of 
these countries may have the means of paying the price required to replen- 
ish their stocks. It is well known that in situations of shortage the 
problem of prices becomes secondary for buyers, while that of availability 
becomes the major one. Such being the case, it is evident that OPEC owes 
it to itself to make a positive and notable contribution so that developing 
countries can enjoy a priority in supplies, and so that deprived nations 
can be helped to develop their domestic energy resources, to modernize 
their means of production and their infrastructures, so as to improve the 
efficiency of the utilization of a barrel of oil imported. 


The sense of responsibility shown by members of OPEC, and particularly by 
those who have individually and voluntarily decided to reduce their ex- 
ports, thus constitutes an eminently positive political act. Short-sighted 
objectives have been set aside to plan for the future and to improve the 
opportunities for agreement on a long-term OPEC oil policy. This cannot 
fail to diminish the threat of an impending energy crisis.

CAMPAIGN SEEN AGAINST SONATRAGI'S CLAIMS ON LNG PRICING

[Article: "On the Subject of a Press Campaign on the Price of Liquified 
Natural Gas (LNG) | 


[Text] An orchestrated press campaign aiming to misrepresent SONATRACH's 
legitimate claims for a revision of the conditions of the export of natural 
gas-—notably its price--in the light of new data on the international en- 
ergy market seems to have been in progress for some time. 


SONATRACH, anxious to safeguard ite advantages in a difficult negotiation, 
did not deem it necessary to deny certain allegations, one as fantastic as 
the other, and seems instead to concentrate its efforts on articulating 
concrete positive proposals which will promote the progress of current 
negotiations. 


The responsible attitude which the national corporation SONATRACH has 
maintained with regard to these slanted news reports--emitted by certain 
Western business interests--seems to have been misrepresented, so that the 
statements of principle expressed by the highest authorities in the 
country with regard to Algerian natural gas export policy are forgotten. 


The press campaign which developed, particularly before and during the 
Vienna triministerial OPEC conference, sheds new light on the real inten- 
tions of its prime movers, who are bent upon distorting the meaning of the 
responsible, constructive positions of the Algerian partners. 


Rear-guerd action or mere search for short-terse benefits, it remains true 
that no other exporter of natural gas has officially announced that it has 
abandoned the objective of lining up the price of gas to that of crude oil, 
when such has not already been achieved as in the case of the United Arab 
Emirates, Indonesia, and Mexico. 


On the other hand, one can legitimately wonder about the very slight 
publicity given to the price increase of, reputedly, over 60 percent 
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for Dutch natural gas, while SONATRACH's request is being represented as 
“unrealistic,” 


Futhermore, it should not be forgotten on this subject: 


--That the agreements between the Netherlands and its partners in the 
European Community are secret, and that the real price increase is probably 
much higher. 


--That extraordinary pressures exerted on those in key responsible 
positions in European oil and natural gas enterprises led them to recog- 
nize that it war necessary to aline the price of gas on that of crude oil 
and that it was in the interests of consumer nations to accept this. 


--That in countries which are great importers of natural gas the tendency 
is for the price of the gas produced to line up with the price of crude 
oil, 


It would seem that there is, indeed, the intention of discriminating 
against SONATRACH after having encouraged it to become very deeply in- 
volved in investments specifically intended to supply consumer nations. 


While SONATRACH has remained firm in its objectives of parity of the LNG 
price with that of crude oil, it has always specified to its partners that 
it was open to considering a progressive evolution of the price toward 
that objective with a reasonable delay acceptable to both parties. 


The potential increase in the price of gas cannot alone explain the 
magnitude of these pressures and campaigns, for its impact on the bills 
of importing nations is, after all, not comparable to, for instance, the 
moderate increase in the price of "marker crude” on which OPEC has just 
decided. 


This means in other words that the stakes are elsewhere and that it would 
be fairer to inform public opinion more objectively. 


These real stakes reside in the approach to the problems of international 
trade in natural gas, which, whether we like it or not, is the primary 
alternative to oil--the availability of which is becoming more and more 
restricted. Everyone predicts a decrease in the proportion that oil will 
represent in the fuel supplies of industrial nations with a parallel 
increase in that of natural gas. 


When one knows that the reserves of natural gas are of the same proportions 
as those of oil and that the other energy sources will contribute margi- 
nally to meeting growing energy needs, one can henceforth assess more 
correctly the part played by Algeria. 


Another aspect of the problem, and not among the least important, is the 
role it plays in the new international economic order, and particularly 
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in north-south relations. For natural gas is generally an export from 
developing countries to industrialized ones. It ie an energy source and 

a strategic raw material that the south can export in more or less sizable 
quantities to the north. To accept equitable terms of exchange in matters 
of natural gas is to acknowledge that the success of OPEC in the matter of 
crude oil can gain ground in another basic product and open the way to a 
trend with regard to other raw materials. 


That is the reason why the extraordinary congress of the National 
Liberation Front has affirmed in the clearest possible way our objectives 
in matters of hydrocarbon gas, and has in so doing directed the attention 
of our partners to the grave consequences of an error in assessing 
Algeria's determination with regard to the settlement of the problem.

Cherif Kharroubi, member of the central committee, minister of primary and secondary 
education, was devoted to an examination of the 5-year plan and the proposed 
operating budget of the primary and secondary education sector. 


Issues relating to human and material potentials slated for the implementation of 
primary education and their rational use on all Algerian territory as well as those 
relating to the opening of the academic year and the improvement of the material 
and mental frame of mind of teachers were discussed.

INTERIOR MINISTER CHAIRS COORDINATION MEETING

[Text] A coordination meeting involving probleme of public works, housing, and land 
reserves in the capital was held yesterday morning at the seat of the governorate 
under the chairmanship of Boualem Benhamouda, member of the [FLN's] politburo, minister 
of intertor, in the presence of Ahmad Ali Ghazali and Mohamed Kortebi, membere of 

the central committee, minister of housing and minister of public works, respectively. 
Thie working session was aleo attended by the members of the governorate's coordi- 
nation council, officials from the foreign departments, and representatives of the 
ministries of planning and finance, 





Important on more than one score, this meeting was the occasion for members of the 
government to review the complex probleme hindering the capital city's development. 
Indeed, at a time when other governorates have moved to faster development, Algiers 
continues to lag behind weighed down by administrative delays. 


The agenda touching on the major problems of the capital bore on three items. 


Minieter Benhamouda recalled the interest evidenced by the Aigerian President in 
solving the problems faced by Algiers. He then invited the various personalities 
to take all the measures necessary to make up for all the time lost to achieve the 
goals contained in the resolutions of the 4th [FLN) Congress and the third session 
of ite central committee, 


Broaching the firet point on the agenda, the director of basic infrastructures of 

the governorate drew the major lines of the public works sector. It is recognized 
thet the councry's political, economic, and cultural capital has reached a state of 

et gulation for which a solution has co be found at any cost. In the first instance 
the traffic thoroughfares are saturated and cause gigantic bottlenecks daily at the 
access points to Algiers at Birkhadem and Thenia. 


SONATRACH at Caroubier: Building Problem 
‘febway profects were launched toward the end of 1979. They involve the construction 


»{ the Boudousou-Lakhdaria expressway (over 40 km), the Algiers expressvay between 
firmandreis and Dar el-Beida (20 km), the East Algiers expressway (15 km), the 
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reconditioning of Highway 41 from Birkhadem, and the construction of an automoebtic 
bridge at Cing Maisons, This ambitious program costing a total of 188 bil! .on 
Algerian centimes has witnessed inherent difficulties as the director of the gover- 
norate explained, numerous conatrainte concerning expropriatione of land fo: publi. 
use, and the existence on the route of industrial plants such ae the domestic head 
office of SONATRACH at Caroubier, 


Making a second state, the minister of interior gave details, asking interested 
parties to proceed with the evacuation of sites upon presentation of documents con- 
ferring t le. On this score and in order to relieve the governor, it was suggested 
that a project chief be designated to follow the evolution of the operation from 
close by. 


The miniteter cited the example of the Birkhadem crossroade which conetitutes a 
scourge on traffic obliging motoriete to wait for hours to reach the capital, Too, 
the realization of the reconditioning project involving National Highway 1 hae become 
4 matter of top priority to insure the smoother flow of traffic on thie important 
road, Minister Benhamouda added, 


On hie part Ali Ghagali pointed to delays at all levels, delays reflected by a lag 
in the execution of projects. A committee was created to study the causes and find 
remedies for the bottleneck. Regarding the SONATRACH unit at Caroubier the minister 
said: “An opportunity has been given to the officials of thie very old facility to 
review their entire strategy for putting up industrial complexes." 


The second aspect of the meeting pertained to housing, veritable Achilles heel of 
Algiers. Thus, 200 operations relating to the highway, poste and telecommunications, 
and education sectors have not yet been finalized, The communal committees and 
district committees charged with the selection of sites have not been effective, 

the minister of urban development noted, 


To remedy this situation he decided to centralize the job by involving elected local 
officials. 


Decentralized Housing Operations 


Ae regards operations under way, the delay in the realization of projects stems from 
nayment credite which were not honored at maturity. Thus, the housing zones at Bab 
Feeouer, Bordj al-Kiffan and the Anasser regions are suffering from the failure 

to settle the problem. 


Another factor prejudicing the execution of the projects involves strategic 
materials: Tiles, brass founding, ironware, plate glass, and insulation items. By 
way of example it should be noted that under the 3-year plan Algiers Governorate 
had received an allocation for the construction of 55,000 housing unite. By May 
1980, 20,000 unite were still at the discussion stage, the operations for same not 
having been sited, 


The minister of housing did not fail to note that what is involved here before 
everything is a problem of authority. 





In future, he said, housing operations will truly be decentralised at the governorate 
level, Projecte will be entrusted to estate or private enterprises and for all delays 
it will be appropriate to apply penalties to national companies, the minister added, 


Broaching the teeue of real estate reserves, the director of CADAT [Territorial 
Development Fund) cited the figure of 7,000 land lote for which surveys have been 
completed and 4,827 lote ready for distribution. 


Thies operation, which caused a lot of ink to flow im Algiers, Ali Ghagali noted, gust 
shortly be implemented by giving more time to the APC's to draw up and publicize 
liste of benefiectaries, Ae far ae the minister of interior ie concerned what should 
be done firet of all te to encourage housing cooperatives, with individual housing 
unite representing an exception, Talking of Che environment, Minister Benhanouda 
stressed the need for laying out green spaces, recalling that the urban development 
code calle for a percentage of same at housing sites. 


Av the conclusion of thie meeting the minister of interior expressed gratification 
at the democratic and constructive discussion that had taken place, etresaing the 
epicit of give-and-take which must underlie relations among officials for a better 
reactivation of the projecte under way. 
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CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBER STRESSES 5-YEAR TRANSPORT PLAN

transportation, by Cherif Haddad: Constantine; date net given) 


[Text] Saleh Goudjil, member of the central committee, 
minister of transportation, who hae just made a working and 
inspection visit in eastern Algeria, indicated to our Con- 
stantine correspondent who interviewed him the major outlines 
of our national transportation policy. 


Question: In your previous tour you detailed a transportation policy based on a 
decentralization of facilities and means. Ie this policy adequate to face the needs 
of the people during the period covered by the 5-year plan? 


Anewer: The entire transportation policy included in the 5-year plan etrives to 
solve all the probleme raised directly or indirectly by economic life and the needs 
of citizens. Knowing that these needs and the requirements of this sector are 
growing annually and are assuming an increasingly larger role in our concerns, we 
owe it to ourselves to reflect on the ways and means that will enable us to reduce 
this constantly growing demand in order to achieve at the conclusion of the 5-year 
plan a result which will not meet all our needs but at least the essential items to 
insure harmonious development of the regions. This planning policy is necessary for 
our working method with constant and up-to-date follow-up of the various levels of 
the country's development in order to place this important sector of the country's 
economy in the vanguard of national development. 


Question: Your ministry seems to grant a choice place to the infrastructure of 
railroad transportation. Does the implementation of this goal not carry the risk 
of being effected at the expense of the inhabitants’ igmediate needs? 


Anewer: The concern expressed in your question is linked to what I have just noted 
in the preceding question. However, we know that what should enable us to face the 
considerable evolution of needs and accumulated demand over the years obliges us to 
anticipate the future, stressing the realization of the basic transportation infra- 
structure acrose Algerian territory. It is only in this fashion that we shall 
manage to make up for delays and envision definitive solutions.

Question: Our ports continue to raise serious probleme of land space. tias the time 
not come to reorganize the infrastructures by restoring the initial orientation of 
the fishing ports? 


Anewer: While we have eo far found solutions for the relief of bottlenecks in our 
ports thanks to improvements and the realization of some basic infrastructural pro- 
jects, our primary goal in this respect is to take advantage of the real possibilities 
of our porte within the framework of short-, medium-, and long-term development. | 
would strive thereby to make an evaluation of the existing possibilities of our ports, 
one by one. 


| would then examine the possibilities of enlarging them by increasing their accom- 
modation capacities for freight and determine on the basis of the results actions 
to be taken and included in the S-year plan. A master plan for each port will be 
drawn up in light of ite orientation together with the laying out of new ports. 








Ae for the functional aspect of our multiple-purpose porte, as regarde marit ime 
control but aleo fishing whose socioeconomic repercussion ie obvious, thie as not 
been overlooked for the political directorate has placed fishing among our pi iority 
sectors by endowing it with a secretariat of atate for fishing.

DAMAGE TO IRAN, LRAQ'S OLL INDUSTRIES NOTED; RESERVES REPORTED HIG 
Tehran LRAN ECONOMIC SERVICE in English 6 Oct 80 pp 11-12 


(Text) During an exclusive interview, an official of the O11 Ministry explained the 
effectea of the Iran-Iraq war on the two countries’ of] industries, ae under:-- 


Ae President Bani Sadr said in his press conference, Iraq had for some time been mak- 
ing preparations for a long war. These preparations become specially clear when we 
regard Iraq's ofl activities immediately prior to the start of the war. Apart from 
exporting ite ofl by sea, Iraq also exported oi] via pipelines running through Turkey, 
Syria and Jordan. The pipeline through Turkey ended at the Turkish port of Iskende- 
run and had a capacity of 700,000 barrels per day. Thies pipeline, completed in 

1977, had never been utilised in full, partly due to differences on the payment of 
transit fees to Turkey. 


The pipeline rumning from Kirkuk to the Syrian port of Banias on the Mediterranean 
has had ite capacity raised to 1.7 million barrele per day. 


Sometime ago the foreign press reported that Saudi Arabia had agreed to make a 15- 
year loan of 250 million dollars to Turkey. In this way the Saudis were acting as 
intermediary in settling the dispute between Iraq and Turkey over the pipeline trans- 
it fees, and clearing the way for the export of Iraqi oil via Turkey. 


On 25 September REUTERS reported that Iraq had informed Lebanon that it wished to 
utilise the pipelines from Kirku to Tripoli and Banias. All these steps show the 
close ties between Saudi Arabia and Turkey, and if we bear in mind the dependence of 
the Saudis on che United States, and the support given to Saddam Hussein by Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia, both undisputed servants of Western imperialism, then the real 
character of the Baath regime in Iraq becomes clear. 


With due regard to the above, it becomes clear that Iraq would not have started the 
war without prior permission from its masters and close friends. In this way Iraq 
would export its ofl to the West by pipeline should the war disrupt its exports by 
sea via the Persian Gulf. 


The following statements published in the oil journal PLATTS of 25 September are 
also revealing: 


Cat cer saye thet ofl exports from the Persian Gulf must not be disrupted. The 
United Arab Emirates’ O11 Minister says we will not permit our Western friends to 
be short of of). The European Economic Community has 120 days reserves of oil so 
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it ia unlikely to suffer any shortages due to a crieie in the Middle East. An 
official of the Japanese Government said that Japan had oil reserves enough for 
110 daya. 


Thue while Iraq got the green light to start the war, it had been warned not to 
attack crude o11 loading terminale eince thie would endanger o11 exporte to the West. 
For thie reason we see that Iraq attacked the Abadan refinery which supplied 60 per- 
cent of domestic needs, but refrained from any serious attack on the Kharg lIeland 
crude ofl loading termina), 


The O11 Ministry official said that damage caused to Abadan refinery was much less 
than at firet thought, and a team had been despatched to ascertain the exact amount 
of the damage. 


In anewer to 4 question as to whether Iran would face an of] shortage this winter, 

the official said that before the attack on Abadan refinery and the storage tanks we 
had no shortage and our reserves were higher than at thie time last year. Even now, 
our stocks of kerosene are very satisfactory, but we are in a estate of war, and the 
Army must have first priority in fuel supplies. We must aleo note that Abadan refin- 
ery supplied 60 percent of domestic consumption, and accordingly the moves taken, such 
ae the banning of private care during the week, is a precautionary measure and does 
not mean rationing, since our storage tanks are not empty. 


The official added that a number of o1l producers had proposed selling o11 products 
to Iran, and while thanking these states, Iran had informed them that for the time 
being it did not require such imports. 


Of course, if the war continues for some time, we can count on Iran's allies such 

as Libya and Algeria to supply us with some oil products, but the important thing is 
that should the war continue, the Iranian people must be prepared to bear some hard- 
ships. 


The official said that prior to starting the war with Iran, Iraq had been endeavouring 
to win friends and influence public opinion by granting a total of 209.7 million dol- 
lars in loans to various countries, including India, Morocco, Pakistan, Mozambique, 
Madagascar, Tanzania, Sri Lanka, and Bangladesh.

SANCTLONS SEEN CONTRIBUTING TO INFLATION 
Tehran [RAN ECONOMIC SERVICE in English 29 Sep 80 pp 2-3 


[Text] Since the imposition of economic sanctions on Iran by European 
countries and Japan, there has been a marked aggravation in Iranian 
inflation, and prices of imported products have risen. The sanctions 
have had two major effects on our economy: 


Firstly, the announcement of the sanctions resulted in some local mer- 
chants hoarding their imported products in the hope of selling at much 
higher prices later on. This resulted in marked shortages in many pro- 
ducts and raw materials, and the price of some products even doubled. 


Soon Iranian importers started importing their requirements from Euro- 
pean countries through the intermediary of middlemen in Switzerland, 
Austria and Spain [nations not participating in the sanctions against 
Iran). And similarly Japanese goods were imported via the Persian Gulf 
states. But this round-about procedure, requiring transshipment of the 
goods, and commission for the middlemen resulted in a sudden rise of 
about 20 per cent on the cost of Iranian imports. The procedure also 
involved a further delay of between one to two months before the ordered 
goods finally reached Iran. 


It appears that America and the other nations participating in the sanc- 
tions were well aware that their action would not prevent raw materials 
and manufactured goods from reaching Iran, but that the difficulties and 
problems created for Iranian importers by the sanctions would lead to 
Iranian inflation rising to unbearable levels. And thus Iran, dependent 
on its basic industrial needs on the West, would have to submit to im- 
ported inflation. 


Today, not only in the private sector, but also in the public sector 
such as the National Iranian 011] Company, we witness the purchase of 
spare parts and machinery via the intermediary of third countries at 
higher costs, and all this has led to a kind of psychological warfare 
and domestic dissatisfaction. 
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Since rising inflation entaile political agitation and general lack of 
confidence, the United States and ita allies are useing every means, 
including economic sanctions to prevent economic stability in Iran, 
and show that lranian officiala are unable to control inflation and 
rising prices, 


Accordingly, and under present circumatances, any irresponsible slogan 

and baseless talk can have an adverse effect on the country's economic 
atability. In this respect we may recall the remarks of our President 

who said that each new lashe of the whip is a new factor in increasing 
prices and worsening inflation, and a step nearer to economic instability. 


Today we must earnestly request all our politicians and economists to 
counter our economic difficulties with economic remedies. All the vari- 
ous factors inherent in our economic problems, the most important of 
which are inflation and rising prices, must be fully analysed and 
appropriate remedies be imposed to solve them. Such remedies must 

of course be compatible with our new social order. Only in this way 

can we combat American efforts to show that our system and regime is 
incapable of solving our economic and technological difficulties. 


Today there is talk of a drop in our domestic production, (It should 

be noted, however, that our political leaders in all their speeches, 
talk about an increase in production and encourage the people to econo- 
mise and consume less, all of which is important in controlling infla- 
tion and bringing about economic stability to the country), but have we 
asked ourselves the reasons for our drop in production? 


During the past 18 months every one has been saying that our production 
must increase, but despite all these sayings, we have been witnessing 
constantly rising prices and spiralling inflation. This may be due per- 
haps to our concerning ourselves so far to the symptoms of the disease 
and not giving enough attention to the real reasons for the sickness. 


[It is now time for us to investigate the reasons for the drop in 
investments in Iran, and make an all-out endeavour to remove the obsta- 
cles to increased investments. Only in this way can we increase our 
domestic production and lessen our dependence on foreign nations. The 
reasons for the drop in investments will be discussed at length in a 
separate article.

NLOC EVALUATES LAST YEAR'S PERFORMANCE 
Tehran LRAN ECONOMIC SERVICE in English 29 Sep 80 pp 7-10 


[Text] The spokesman of the Oil Ministry announced a summary of the 
operations of the National Iranian Oil Company for the period after 
the Revolution, as follows: 


Production and Exports 


Production of crude oil and gas during 1358 (year ending on 20th March 
1980) was as under: 


Crude oil production for year totalled 1,259 million barrels i.e. an 
average of 3.45 million barrels per day. Oil exports during the year 
averaged 2.65 million barrels per day. 


Gas and Liquefied Gas 


Liquefied gas from the Mahshahr refinery for year averaged 22,110 
barrels per day, and of this amount 15,096 barrels per day was exported. 


Total gas produced during the year came to 888,835 million cubic feet, 

equal to about 2,429 barrels per day (or about 2,429 million cubic feet 
per day). Total gas delivered to the trans-Iranian trunk gas pipeline 

was 732 million cubic feet per day. 


Production of crude oil and gas during the first quarter of 1359 (three 
months ending on 21st June 1980) was as under: 


Crude oil production for the quarter averaged 1.848 million barrels per 
day, and of this about 571,000 barrels per day was exported. 


Liquic gas production by the Mahshahr Refinery averaged 10,) “rels 
per day. 


Gas production for the quarter averaged 1,233 million cubic feet per 
day, ond gas delivered into the trans-Iranian gas pipeline averaged 
373 million cubic feet per day. 
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Discovery of new oilfield in Khugistan 


The new oilfield of Pelangan, 35 kilometres north-east of Dezful was 
discovered when the first exploration well struck oil on 9th March 
1980. This well was drilled to a depth of 4,597 metres and is cur- 
rently producing at the rate of 4,500 barrels of light crude of 32,5 
API, 


Tests of the strata so far drilled indicate probable oil reserves of 

the field to be some 40 million barrels, but a more accurate estimate 
will become possible when drilling is completed to the bottom of the 

Oll-bearing strata. 


Drilling tn the South 


During 1358, twelve drilling rigs drilled a total of 44,215 metres. 
Five of the rigs were engaged in exploration drilling, another five on 
development of existing wells, and two rigs operated in offshore 
waters. 


During the year the Roudak oilfield, south-east of Gach-Saran was dis- 
covered, The new field is producing at the rate of about 6,000 b/d. 


The 12 oil rigs have also been operating since the start of 1359 and 
during this time the two new oilfields of Pelangan and Papileh were 
discovered, 


Gas Injection 


Gas injection into old wells at Gach-Saran and Haft-Kel continued dur- 
ing the period under review to increase oil recovery from them. About 
288,6400 [as published] million cubic feet of gas from the Pazenan field 
was injected into wells of Gach-Saran, and another 125,760 million cubic 
feet of gas from the Naft-Sefid field was injected into wells at Haft- 
Kel. These operations prevented this considerable amount of gas from 
having to be flared. 


Seismic Survey 


Seismic survey in the Turkoman Sahra and north-east of Gorgan (in the 
North) regions led to the discovery of three geological structures 
which probably contain oil or gas. 


Well drilling in the north included three wells in the gas field of 
Khangiran, and five development wells in the Naft-Shahr (ex Naft Shah) 
region. 


Some 18,511 million cubic feet of gas was produced from the Khangiran 
field in northern Khorrasan and delivered to the National Iranian Gas 
Company of Mashad. 
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During the period under review, some 5,908,950 barrels of oil was 
produced fromthe joint [ran-Iraq oilfield in the Haft-Shahr region, 
and fed into Kermanshah Refinery. 


From July 1980 some 305 million cubic feet of gas was produced from 
the Qeshm Island field and fed into the Gourzin gas refinery. 


During the year 1358 crude oil fed into the country's oil refineries 
reached an all-time high, and production of middle distillates (kero- 
sene and diesel oil) was some 23,800 barrels per day more than for 

the previous year of 1357. By the end of the year under review, crude 
oil fed into Iranian oil refineries exceeded the one million barrels 
per day mark. 
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LAST YEAR'S NON-OTL EXPORTS TABULATED 
Tehran [RAN ECONOMIC SERVICE in English 29 Sep 80 pp 9-10 


{Text} The report of the Export Promotion Centre of Iran for the 
firet quarter of the current Iranian year (21 March to 21 June 1980) 
shows that the country's non-oil exporte for the period amounted to 
some 152,000 tone valued at Riale 19,332 million (U.S. $276 million). 
Compared with the same quarter o: 4 year ago, the figures show a drop 
of 22 per cent in weight, but a rise of 40 per cent in value. 


Exports of hand-woven carpets and handicrafts accounted for 77 per 
cent of the total non-oil exports. The share of such exports in pre- 
vious years (with the exception of last year when it was 467) had been 
between 14 to 18 per cent. Exports of carpets for the quarter under 
review came to 2,087 tons valued at 14,230 million Rials. This is a 
drop of 14% in weight, but a rise of 133% in value over the same 
period of last year. 


The following table shows the percentage value of non-oil exports during 
the quarter under review:

During the three months under review some 854 million Rials of textiles, 
shoes, vehicles, chemical products, household products and biscuits were 
exported. This is an increase of 80% over the same period of last year. 


The report indicated that with the shortage of raw materials, spare parts, 
specialist workers and expert management, there does not seem any special 
effort by industrial units to boost their exports. 
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in the agricultural sector, with the exception of liquorice roots, 
wool, gute and caviar, there waa a big drop in exports, and this was 
due to very low stocks, 


the drop in exports of cotton, due to the decrease in the area of cul- 
tivation of this product, and inability to meet domestic requirements, 


was one of the main reasons for the drop in the value of agricultural 
exports, 


Exports of dried fruit and nute during the period amounted to 4,363 
tons valued at 774 million Riale ($11 million) showing a drop of 867% 
in weight and 77% in value over the same quarter of a year ago. 


The velue of exports of nute and dried fruit during the firet three 
monthe of this year and their comparison with the same period of a year 
ago are shown in the following table:

Exports of mining products and building materials during the period 
under review showed a drop of 22 per cent in weight and 17 per cent 
in value over the same period of a year ago. The drop was mainly due 
to the decrease in exports of metal mining ores, and exports of these 
came to 16,110 tons valued at some 342 million Rials, against 32,643 
tons valued at 515 million Riais in the same period of last year 


It appears that the uncertainty over the manner of administration of 
the country's mines by the Government following the announcement that 
all mines are nationalised, has resulted in a drop in mining operations 
and lack of interest by the private sector to pursue such operations.

PLAN DIRECTOR TAKES Si0CK OF ECONOMY 
Tehran LRANECONOMIC SERVICE in English 6 Oct 80 pp 7-10 


|In erview with Ezgatollah Sahabi, director of Plan and Budget Organisation, date 
and place not given) 


[Text] Mr. Ezezatollah Sahabi, director, Plan and Budget Organisation (P4BO) ex- 
preased his views on the effect of the hostage-taking of U.S. Embassy personnel on 
the Lranian economy, and various problems confronted by P4B0. Here is a summarised 
version of this interview: 


Q. Could you tell us what positive and negative effects this hostage-taking has 
had on the Iranian economy? 


A. This hostage-taking has, so far, had a negative effect, but it could also have 
positive effects. From my viewpoint, this action has, as a matter of principle, 
been a correct and revolutionary one, as it reflected the crimes committed by the 
United States in Lran during the past 25 years, and which brought the Iranian nation 
to the point of explosion. This act of hostage-taking was undertaken by a small 
number of students, but they did it in their capacity as a conscientious and poli- 
tically aware section of this nation. As a matter of principle, the student class 
has been in the forefront of the Iranian revolution. At a time when the Iranian 
masses were inactive and ignorant of the Pahlavi regime's stance, the students 

were engaged in their anti-Shah struggle. This hostage-taking has violated all in- 
ternational Laws and conventions. But there has always been a question mark on the 
validity of these regulations as we argued that these laws were to be respected only 
when a country has its normal law and order situation. When people of a society 
reach an explosion point and actually stage an uprising, then these international 
laws can't be enacted there. So this uprising has been both against the Pahlavi 
regime and its supporters. It should also be kept in mind that this action was 
taken only when the Shah was taken to the United States which was tantamount to 
granting refuge to a criminal and plunderer who was responsible for massacring tens 
of thousands of the Lranian people. 


This hostage-taking could have a far-reaching positive effect on the economic and 
social aspects of the Iranian life. While preparing the emergency budget during the 
current year, I have, at times, said that it is true we are now facing economic 
sanctions and our oil revenues have sharply declined from its 23 billion dollars. 
This brings a great pressure upon our country whose 80 to 85 percent budgetary re- 
sources are obtained from oil. I have, while preparing such emergency budgets, 
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expressed my opinion that these economic sanctions have come to use a8 a boon since 
these can account for the etart of a big socioeconomic jump for the Iranian nation 
because we would be forced to utilise our domestic talente when all of our foreign 
resources are cut off, Such a national mobilisation was begun during the days of 

the late Dr, Mosadeq when oil revenues were cut off, It wae in those daya that oi! 
atoves and samovare as well as industrial spare parts were atarted to be manufac~ 
tured domestically, with our raw materiale etc,., being exported for the first tim 
ever, If that Government had lasted for just another decade, we had certainly pos- 
seaned an independent economy. Until we become independent and self-sufficient 
economically, all slogans on independence would be hollow and empty-worded in es- 
sence, In order to become economically independent, our economy should not rely on 
oll, Our oll-based economy is the result of a colonialist plan, with the result 

that our ofl exports went on increasing every year. When Mosadeq concluded an agree- 
ment with the O11 Consortium, it was decided that the Government budget should be 

wet through domestic resources, and the oil revenues specified to only national de- 
velopment plans. But later, there was increasing budgetary deficit every year, until 
0 the Fourth Development Plan, oil revenues became a part of the budget. From that 
time onwards, the shortfall in current expenditures was met from of] income, Pres- 
ent'y the Government revenues from taxation etc, ie only up to 550 billion rials 
whereas it has to spend 1,800 billion rials on current expenditures. | must say 

that deapite a lack of ofl income, Pakistan enjoys a better position. Similar is the 
case of India, We are poorer than both India and Pakistan. If we intend to become 
independent of ofl, we should gradually reduce our annual current expenses. These 
economic sanctions can prove to have a positive effect if we act vigilantly in imple- 
menting a ‘war economy" which can be the starting point for our economic independence. 
The hostage-taking, however, has not been advantageous to us since a large number 

of our assets abroad were frozen, the firms with which we had concluded agreements 
and which were later cancelled by us filed suits in courte which acceded to their 
demands. Such issues are still continuing. 


These economic sanctions have brought great pressure upon Japan, European states, 
and even on some neighbouring Muslim countries. Despite the fact that, as a matter 
of principle, OPEC member-states were required to come to the rescue of one of the 
members faced with economic sanctions, Saudi Arabia and Iraq betrayed it by boosting 
their oil exports by three million barrels per day. This has adversely affected us 
as our of] revenues have sharply declined. If the present situation continues, our 
present of] revenues of 13 billion dollars would be reduced to 10 billion dollars 
next year. When we have less foreign exchange earnings, it has two effects: The 
financial budgetary resource’ decline, and since we are deeply dependent upon foreiyn 
countries, we need to export more commodities which needs larger amount of foreign 
exchange. Another loss ‘ncurred by us due to economic sanctions is that we are un- 
able to import industrial raw materials and spare parts from European countries, and 
have to meet such demands from international markets on higher prices. This year, 
we have to pay between 20 and W percent increased prices on such commodities. For 
instance, one item, very urgently needed by us, constitutes spare parts of road- 
building macuiwery, such as thoee of Caterpillar which is a famous American firm. 
Despite our contacts with many of its branches in different countries, we have re- 
ceived negative responses. As a result, Iran had to procure its needs at inflated 
orices elsewhere. A number of new firms have lately been set up in the Persian Gulf 
vfrates which are earning huge profits through acting as intermediartes in exporting 


i.aa. In any case, there were great short-term losses economically and 
wrerlally due to the hestage-taking. If it leads to a general awareness to do away 
with our foreign dependence and compels us to utilise our talents and indigenous 
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Products, then | am in favour of these economic sanctions. However, if the trend of 
the past one year continues, then these sanctions would be detrimental to us. 


0, What effect has this hostage-taking put upon the rate of employment in lran’ 


A. It te natural that a decline in foreign exchange earnings hae adversely affected 
Government's development programa, Resultantly, we have been forced to reduce our 
development expenditures up to 50 percent in the current year, and consequently, a 
number of road=building, construction, agriculture, power and telephone projects 
have been shelved, This has caused unemployment, and has checked any new employ-~ 
ment at a time when our population is constantly on the increase, and nearly half a 
million people are annually increased to the country's potential work-force. Hence, 
the hostage-taking has directly affected employment positions. Ase the effects of 
reduced oll sales have now started appearing, and because the Government hae been 
compelled to discontinue a number of ice development projects, these would lead to 
soe more unemployment. Hence, hereinafter, unemployment would be one of the major 
and complicated tesuea to be confronted by our Government since with the stoppage 
of development projects, their personnel cannot afford to get jobless. Last year, a 
number of our workshops faced the same problem, as their workers continued to get 
their wages without there being any output. Moreover, many of the private sector 
jobs are likely to be eliminated because of a decline of our importe of resultant 
closure of commercial firms, Similar situation exists in big transportation firms 
which have been nationalised lately. According to reports, we possess a fleet of 
about half a million trucks whereas we need only a maximum of 150,00 trucks for our 
economic needs. If our imports are further diminished, then more than two-thirds 
of these truckers would get unemployed. In this way, it can be observed that there 
would be greater unemployment at both public and private sector levels. Also with a 
decline in Government revenues, there would be no investments, and consequently no 
new jobs created. 


Q. Why wae the Economic Mobilisation Committee set up, and what has been its per- 
formance so far? 


A. In March last, the P&BO sent a proposal to the Revolutionary Council that, with 
the economic sanctions taking a serious turn, we should mobilise all of our efforts 
to confront them. Earlier, there has abready come into existence a National Mobili- 
sation Command which dealt with military affairs. By such a proposal, we wanted to 
mobilise ourselves economically, culturally, politically and from the publicity 

point of view. Later, five members of the Revolutionary Council were asked to 

set up such a Mobilisation Committee which was to confront the economic sanctions 

on a war footing, economic responsibilities of this committee. Subsequently, I set 
up a five-member Mobilisation Unit attached to the Revolutionary Council, and in- 
vited top officials of a number of ministries such as Agriculture, Commerce and 
Finance to join it, apart from a number of experts and specialists from P&BO, thus 
comprising a lS-member team. We first began our task through procuring foodstuffs 
and baste goods until the end of the current Iranian year (March 20, 1981). We im- 
proved customs functioning at Julfa Post where a maximum of 15,000 railway wagons 
were awaiting their turn for clearance. Then we provided handling facilities to some 
of the inactive seaports on the Caspian to enable some of the imported goods to be 
brought there. This committee did a tremendous job by holding its bi-weekly meetings 
and we were very much satisfied with its functioning. Later, we dealt with the 
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induetrial matcere to resolve the iasue on the shortage of their raw materiale and 
epare parte. A subcommittee was set up to arrange manufacture of certain agricul tur= 
al taplements domestically, Then another subcommittee was formed to benefit from 
the state-owned factorles and private workshops to manufacture industrial spare 
parte, ete, Thie subcommittee is atill functioning. We aleo chalked out a diatri- 
bution plan of essential goods to various provinces of the country through 4 network 
of cooperative societies, We sought help of local councils in big cities, Like 
feiran and lefahan, for distribution of essential commodities through Government 
stores and shops to ensure provision of nine basic goods in sufficient quantity Lo 
every family, With the change in Government and my election as Majlis deputy led to 
| discontinuation in the work of this committee. However, we did a lot of work dur- 
ing 4 espace of four months. 


would you elucidate on the “emergency budget"? Does it pave the way for our grad 
il independence from an oil-based economy? 


\. Yee, it does, ainee we have been able to cut down our current expenditures ap- 

« ‘ably. io the 1359 approved budget, current expenditures amount up to 1900 bil- 
ton clale whereas the development spendinge stand at 1100 billion rials which 

© unhealthy budget. We should increase our development funds and make still 
-jeater cule io current expenditures, Another point is that our total ofl revenues 
ie 220 billtea rlale of our budget. We raised income tax on a slab system, and 
thee expeet to have an added tax revenues to the extent of 200 billion rials by the 
cod of the current year. We would have to reduce etaff in those state-owned firms 
ow cunning at a loss. In 1359 budget, there was a deficit of 4640 billion rials. 
iowever, if all the anticipated plans are approved, there would only be a deficit of 
#00 to 3700 billion rials in the “emergency budget" which seems quite logical. 


0. How do you view the rumours on the dissolution of P6B0? 


\. Such rumours have mostly been spread by certain individual@eop political grounds 
about whose pelitical affiliations I don't want to comment. There also exist some 
individuals, with specific political affiliations, who contend that P&BO is a redun- 
dant organisation. If we want to speedily gain economic independence and our revo- 
lutionary aspirations, such as social justice and equitable distribution of wealth, 
then we need to have a system of centralised planning. Anyone, with even a little 
koowledge of economy, understands this. I don't approve of P§BO in its present form 
and personnel. tt can be reduced, but it is vital for the country in terms of its 
valuable functions, since its dissolution would lead to lack of harmony in national 
affairs. Such individuals, calling for a dissolution of P&BO have not so far come 
forward to diecuse the issue in the Islamic Majlis, and hence it appears to be just 
» political stunt. 
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BANKER ASSESSES OPERATIONS OF AGRICULTURE BANK 
Tehran i RAN ECONOMIC SERVICE in English 29 Sep 80 pp 4-6 


| Interview with Abolfazl Shaheedi, member of Agriculture Bank Managing 
Committee; date and place not given) 


[Text] Following the end of the general assembly meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of Islamic Councils of various branches of the Agriculture 
Bank from all over the country, Abolfazl Shaheedi, a member of the 
elected Managing Committee of the Agriculture Bank expressed his views 
in an interview on the performance of the Bank in the pre-revolutionary 
period, the existing bottlenecks and its future program. Here is a 
summarised version of the interview. 


[Question] What is the reason for slow processing of credit extension 
by the Agriculture Bank to farmers? According to reports, these loans 
are much delayed before they finally reach the applicants. 


[Answer] This is one of the fundamental problems faced by the Bank. 
The loans, if not extended on the proper time when they are required 
for farmers to procure seed, fertilisers and water pumps, etc., they 
actually lose their value, and are subsequently used up by the farmers 
in meeting their basic needs of living. However, the reason for these 
loans, which sometimes take up to four months to be processed, is the 
shortage of bank staff and availability of funds. We have, in a reso- 
lution passed at the recent general assembly meeting, called upon the 
Government to notify the total amount of funds to the Agriculture Bank 
at the beginning of every financial year. Naturally, once the avail- 
able funds with the Bank are exhausted, we have to approach the Central 
Bank of Iran (CBI) and the Plan and Budget Organisation for further 
grant of funds which are usually not extended to us due to the present 
critical conditions. 


[Question] What was the total amount of funds granted to the Agriculture 
Bank this year’ 
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|Anewer] CBI has approved about 110 billion rials for us during the 
current year, Because of some new plans, we are hoping to get CBI 
approval for boosting these funds to 200 billion riale which, if 
granted, would more than double the funds given to us last year, and 
these would go a long way to meet the present needs of the farmers. 


|Queetion] How much of these funda have been apent so far? 


‘Anewer] Of these funda, which are being gradually put at our dispo- 
al, about 30 billion riale have been spent so far. According to 
statieties, a total of about 38.5 billion riale have been extended in 
loons to 231,000 rural families during the firet four months of the 
lroatean year (ending July 20, 1980). This shows a 93% rise in terms 

‘! number of Loans and 109% boost in terms of the amount of credits as 
compared to the corresponding period of the last year. This rate would 


further go up during the autumn season when great number of farmers app! y 
for loans, 


(Question) What is the maximum amount of loan paid by the former Agri 
ulture Cooperative Bank and the former Agriculture Extension Bank in 
‘he pos t-revoluttonary period? 


|\nswer| The former Agriculture Extension Bank had certain on-going 
orojeets which couldn't be discontinued due to existing commitments. 
‘lowever, we Limited the scope of these projects without affecting their 
-conomie feasibility. Now the Agriculture Bank is acting in accordance 
with the new set of regulations on loan extension under which a max imum 
of 10 million rials are granted to individuals md a maximum of 50 miilion 
‘icles for collective activities. This limit has been put in order to 
\‘low larger number of farmers to benefit from such loans. The average 
wount of farm credits extended until last year stood at 82,000 rials, 
but ducing the current year, this has gone up to 120,000 rials, which 
hows that due attention is being paid to the needs of the masses in 
rural areas. 


‘Ovueetion] Since the Islamic land reforms are being implemented in the 

country, are there any plans to probe into the specified limits of land 

wherehip and loans paid by the former Agriculture Extension Bank to 
‘and owners? 


\nower)] Unfor caunately, no such probe has been made so far. However, 
ve loans, being extended now, are paid after due consultations with 
‘he seven-member team in each region on the land ownership position o! 
the applicant and the performance of his agricultural activities. 


‘Question)] Most of the individuals who acquired big loans from the 
‘ormer Agriculture Extension Bank were those who come under Principle 49 
of the constitution, and as such their wealth and assets are to be probed 
into. Do you have any program to probe into such persons’ file? 
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\Anewer| A number of individuals were singled out for auch a probe, 

Buc since the merger of the former Agriculture Extension Bank and furmer 
Agriculture Cooperative Bank has not been completed so far, therefore 
there exiet certain problems in this task because of our lack of tho- 
rough and direct supervision over the new Bank, 


[Question] Should the Bank legally function under your supervision? 


|[Anewer| Yes, we should have euch a supervision. But this supervision 
is practically possible only when systems of these two banks are com- 
pletely merged and their employees brought under the framework of the 
new bank. 


[Question! What ts the mode of functioning of this Bank? Whether it 
is acting in an independent manner? 


[Answer] lt is practically governed by its Managing Director and the 
Managing Committee, However, due to the different nat. f the two 
ayatems, it cannot be said to have basic and accurate « ‘vision over 
the Bank affairs. Presently, the preliminary merger pias has been pre- 
pared, and necessary staff needs of its four units appropriated. 


[Question] What are the conditions governing the advancement of loans to 
farmers? 


[Answer] Under the new set of regulations, many of the former security 
bonds have been eliminated, and we extend up to a maximum of one million 
riale in loans on guarantees and promissory notes. Since the issue of 
probing into individual land ownership is also there, we grant loans 
upon the recommendation of the seven-member committee in rural areas, 

as also some other loans on the basis of documentary evidence given by 
local witnesses about applicants. But such evidence has posed us with 

a number of problems because of incorrect evidence. 


[Question] What are your future plans to make the Bank still more 
people-oriented and to remove its existing bottlenecks? 


[Answer] Among our problems in this connection are the scarcity of funds 
and resultant lack of job security. In some branches of the Bank, em- 
ployees attend to their official duties due to their concern regarding 
the scarcity of funds that might lead to their tussle with dissatisfied 
loan applicants. Another problem relates to a shortage in staffing 
position which can be met if we are allowed to hire the presently job- 
less highschool diploma-holders and graduates on daily wage basis. This 
would boost the activities of this Bank and consequently resolve many 
problems. At present, we have no Bank branches in about 1,500 small 
towns, and hence can't meet their demands for farm loans. We are also 
lacking in transport facilities to cater to the needs of the rural popu- 
lation. After much difficulty, we were able to purchase 50 new automo- 
biles this year, but this would be neutralised with the planned inaugural 
of 50 more branches of the Bank in the near future. 
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|Question) Don't you think there La a need to bring about a change in 
credit extension policy? 


|Anawer] Yes, there ia. The problems I have referred are those con- 
fronted by the Bank at present. If the Agriculture Bank is to carry 
out ite basic functions in a normal way, then cash loans are to be 
extended to farmers, under the overall supervision of the rural serv- 
ices centers with which they are to be attached, All the servicing 
unite, including those of the Agriculture Bank, are to be located in 
rural areas, with the credits being extended to such unite in cash by 
the Bank for offering their services to farmers.

ext) More than two million tons of household appliances have been imported by 
iran during the last few months, and with stocks full, consumption of such durable 
foods hae this year increased by more then 70 per cent over last year. Ahmad Qas- 
com. in the Tehran Bagaar said that demand for household appliances rose at a high 
‘oe durtag the eummer, and this appeared to be somewhat unusual, He said that dur- 
) two week period 3,000 electric suction sweepers were sold, and that some 
00,000 sewing machines imported during the year had all been sold. 


ast summer there was a shortage of fans and space coolers. A fan selling for 4,500 
risie last year was priced at 7,500 rials this year. And coolers costing 25,000 
rliale last year were now priced at 33,000, and even then the local manufacturers 
only eupplied the frame of the coolers and the customer had to buy the electric 
motor on the biack market. 


Other items which have gone up in price include water heaters (from 23,000 to 29,000), 
wall clecks (from 3,500 to 4,500), Pars colour television sets (from 90,000 to 
93,700), and 9-foot Philco refrigerators (from 20,000 to 23,800). 


One Bazaari merchant said that the higher prices were all due to profiteering. Be- 
fore the Revolution the merchants in the Bazaar played a major role in the downfall of 
the old regime. but now after the Revolution they are turning to profiteering again. 
lie added that most items are imported at reasonable cost, but by the time the article 
has passed through various middlemen the cost for the consumer has increased four- 
foid, 


in this way sewing machines are imported at a cost of 4,000 rials each and sold to 
the consumer at 12,000 rials. Similarly ceiling fans imported at 1,700 rials each 
ire sold to householders in Khuzistan at 12,000 rials. 


The merchant waocned his colleagues in the Bazaar and the various middlemen involved 
to abstain from profiteering and hoarding of products, and to be content with a rea- 
sonable profit, or else they would soon face the wrath and anger of the public. 


Another Bagaar’ said that it was wrong for the people to buy such large amounts of 
fore’w importcod “Luxury” goods, but should utilise traditional [Iranian products 
inetead, and wait until the country was in a position itseif to manufacture such 
household app! ances.

Ihe situatton is even worse in the area of employment. People travel trom 
AMaterin to work throughout the Galilee. If, until now, settlements have 
not developed because of budgetary difficulties and considerations o! 
offictal priortties (e.g. pouring more resources into Samaria), now a 

sLitieal difficulty may be anticipated. Annexation of the Golan Heights 
will arouse international pressure to stop all Jewish construction. To 
the economte pressures will be added political pressures which until now 
were dormant, But, in the election atmosphere which is already guiding 
the party centers and Knesset factions, no practical value is assigned 
tO arguments such as these. Only earlier elections, or sophisticated 
lelaving cactics will be able to stop the annexation.

EAST JERUSALED ARAB CALLS FOR PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE

[Text] In the east part of Jerusalem lives a man who is considered a 
prophet--a man before his time and era. In the present atmosphere of 
great tension in the territories, when people live in constant fear of 
retaliation and revenge if they dare to "betray the Palestinian cause", 
and contradict the self-proclaimed leaders in Beirut and Damascus, it 
is unusual to find such an “exception.” 


So, if in this atmosphere we meet in the Arab part of Jerusalem a Pales- 
tinian nationalist, who proclaims on street corners that he rejects the 
‘secular democretic state in all of Palestine," in the style of the PLO, 
and instead demands the existence of the State of Israel within secure 
and recognized borders--he is indeed "exceptional." 


And it in addition, this same Jerusalem Palestinian demands that the PLO 
erase from its charter all reference to armed struggle "for the secular 
entity,” and says to the Palestinian organizations in Lebanon: if you 

ever want to return to the Bank and the Gaza Strip, you will have to change 
into declared political parties to struggle for your goals by peaceful 
legal means--this indeed is a rare phenomenon 


such a man is Muhammad Abu Shilbayah, “the stubborn,” who calls upon his 
people to stop always demanding “all or nothing.” His motto is “take 
what is given--and later ask for more!" Who is this man, and what is his 
background 


Muhammad Abu Shilbavah was born in Kfar Yahudish (today Yahud), in the 

last decade of the British mandate, and he fled with his family because 
the War of Independence. After wandering, he settled in Jerusalen,

been published in Arab countries because of the sharp criticism of their 
regimes. Even then the Jerusalem writer came out against the use of 
violence as a solution to the Israeli-Arab dispute (in his first book a 

ecial chapter is devoted to “the mistakes of the Palestinian organiza- 
tions who have learned nothing from the lessons of the past!"). 


writes as follows: ‘The Palestinian state which I propose does not 
need weapons and does not need an army, Absolutely not; we do not want 
to destroy anyone or throw anyone into the sea; we do not want to build 
our state on the ruins of the state of Israel..." (p 14, "The Way to 
‘alvation, Freedom, and Peace"), 


Abu Shilbeya was the first man, until todey the only one, not only from 
among his own people but among all Arabs, who demanded not only the pay— 
wnt of reparations by Israel to Palestinian refugees, but also the pay- 
went of reparations by Arab countries to Jewish refugees who were forced 
to leave their countries following the War of Independence and the estab 
‘ishment of the state, 


in 1973 Abu Shilbaya made an attempt to publish his own newspaper, the 
weekly SAWT-AL-JAMAHIR (The Voice of the Masses). In its pages, which 
peared tor 3 months, the editor called for a solution based on mutual 
understancing and concessions, called upon Israeli writers to work wit! 
him, and called for the establishment of an Israeli-Palestinian peace 
party. Teday, Abu Shilbaya is one of the editors of the Jerusalem Are 
daily paper AL-ANBA, 


\t is a rere experience to listen to a man like Abu Shiibaya in these 
times. Today, as in the past, he is not afraid of expressing Lis opinions, 
‘ven though they arouse the leaders of his people beyond the borders. 
lie is not afraid to say openly that “deep and tar-reaching changes ha\ 
occurred among the Palestinians in the territories thanks to the daily 
ontacts between them and Israelis over the last 13 years." He thinks 
that the «effects of this fruitful encounter are especially felt in the 
creation of totally new classes within the population of the territories 
ind East Jerusalem--workers and women. They are no longer satistied with 
an antiquated social structure and are now demanding true democracy ‘as 
it exists in Europe, the United States, and Israel!" 


His plan: federation between Israel, the Palestinians, and Jordan is 
i nucleus for a general Middle Easterm federation in which Egypt would 
be the maia factor, In his opinion, the “secular democratic state” on

so that it will recognize Israel's right to exist within sure and recognized

\Text] The people involved in the electoral system in the Arab sector 
estimate today that the principal struggle prior to the elections for the 
Knesset are in two camps: the front which is crystalizing around RAKAH, 
and the Alignment. The other parties, including Likud and the NRP, which 
had sign ficant influence on the Arab village in the last 20 years, will 
pay the price of having ignored the problems of the Arab sector and of 
their absence from the Arab village during the period of Likud's power. 
in the chase for Arab votes in the Arab sector, the party workers are 
encountering a chilly attitude. When the secretary general of MAPAM, 
Viktor Shem-Tov, was invited to lecture to a group of Alignment workers 
at the Arab village of Dir-al-Asad near Karmiel, only 20 persons from the 
village and from those invited from other Arab villages in the Galilee 
attended. Workers from RAKAH, the strongest party in the village, did 
not hide their pleasure at the embarrassment of their principal antagonist.

Shaykh Jabar Mu'adi whenever they visit the area, was challenged by young 
activists in the Druse villages. The young people claim that the aging 
leader who tends to envelope himself in gilded robes while his feet are 
stuck in the soil of reality of the Druse village, is in fact a “worn out 
horse’ and that the Labor Party would do well to understand that the 
Druse population has become estranged from the aging and conservative 
leadership. More than anything else, the young activists were angered 

by the fact that Shaykh Jabar Mu'adi was invited to sit at the presidential 
table, when Shimon Peres appeared at the Histadrut Hall in Acco before a 
sympathecic Jewish public.

Another group which was created this month at the initiative of the Regional 
Workers Council in the Western Galilee and the Union for Development of 

the Western Galilee is the group for nurturing good neighborly relations, 
with the partictoation of Jews and Arabs from both sectors of the region. 
One of the signatories of an invitation to the first convention of this 
group is a resident of Kfar Dir-el-Asad, Husayn Asadi, coordinator of 
activities o: the Labor Party in the Arab sector of the Western Galilee. 


Another group, totally Arab, which was recently created, is the "Arab 
Group". This group is led by people of high position in both Arab and 
Jewish circles, most of them academics. Among them are the attorney Jamil 
Shalhuv of Haifa, attorney Muhammad Masrawa of Kfar Qera, Ibrahim Shabat 
who ts a journalist from Nazareth, and Dr Sami Mar'i of Haifa University. 
Because of their position in both the Jewish and Arab communities, the 
people of this group carry far more weight than their numbers would suggest. 
Although for the moment this group is not identified as an offshoot of

VARTOUS PEACE OPTIONS WITH ARABS ANALYZED

Option" | 


[Text] Before we deal with the subject iteelf, we gust pose a series of 
fundamental questions. 


Does King Husayn represent the Palestinians? Would an agreement with 
im Mean en agreement with the Palestinians’? Are the days of the Hashe- 
mite regime in Jordan numbered’? Is a treaty between Jordan and lerael so 
essential that it would be worth the price of accepting Jordan‘an-Pales- 
tiniean sovereignty in Hebron, Ramallah, Nablus, and Gaza? 


The questions are many, and any ill considered step could lead to destruc 
tive results for the future of the country, for generations. Let us face 
these problems and answer them. Before doing so, it is worth clarifyine 
who are “our basic enemies.” With whom are we constantly and fundamentally 
in frontal collision? On the other hand, which are the Arab countries 
where the “areas of friction” with them are emall, relatively, and where 
conflicts can be bridged? 


We can see that basically, the problems between us and Egypt are not abysmal 
and can be bridged. Ultimately, there is no territorial dispute between 
Israel and Egypt. There is an international border recognized by all 
nations of the world. Israel has no territorial demands in Sinai, and 
Egypt has no territorial demands in Israel. Israeli conquest of Sinai, 
three times, was an Israeli response to Egyptian challenges, and for 
security considerations to prevent it from becoming a “military spring 
board” ageinst israel. The many attempts of Egypt to attack Israel led 
us to hold a permanent road in the Sinai desert, all or in part, and to 
create works on the ground which would prevent Egypt from turning the 
Sinai into a permanent base for attacking Ierael. 


At the same time, there is no dispute between the people of Egypt and the 
people of Ierael. There is no collision of interests of a proportion 
vhich would upset a stable peace treaty between us and Egypt. 
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The diffieul'y for Egypt in coming to peace terms stemmed essentially from 
reasons whieh were required by “the brotherhood of Ielamic nations” as 
well as the (desire to maintain Egypt's hegemony in the Arab world, Egyrt 
wanted to en'oy the economic support of the of] exporting nations, and to 
avoid political tselation, 


On the other hand, Egypt had many reasons for wanting peace with lerael, 
The principal one was to stop the “vicious circle of war,” which had 
sapped ite strength and prevented it from devoting ite resources to the 
reconstruction of the Egyptian people, 


The pointe of die ,ute between us and Syria are guch greater than with 
Eeypt, but etili it te possible to bridge them. There is an internat ional 
border between lerael and Syria, We were forced to occupy and hold the 
Golan Height. because of ware forced upon us by the Syrians. 


There are political circles within Syria which have not forgotten the 
dietant history of “Creater Syria” which etretched to the borders of 
Egypt, and included weetern and eastern Ierae), but these memories have 
not been formulated into actual territorial demands. 


Syria wae and etill is one of the estates taking 4 most extreme stance with 
respect to lerael, and more than once it was the “motivator” which caused 
bloody ware and dragged the rest of the Arab countries into a general 
war with Ierael. Nevertheless, the gape are not abyemal, and a peace 
treaty could be reached without too much “pain” for Syria and lerael. 


For purposes of discussion, it should be noted that in both Egypt and 
Syria there are dominant populations and pvesidential regimes, and while 
taking into account the non-democratic character of regimes in Arab coun- 
tries, these do represent their countries, in epite of the strong opposi- 
tion in each of the countries. So, signed treaties could be made with 
these countries under their present regimes. It is not impossible that 
such treaties would be breached by new regimes that might come to power, 
or even by the existing regimes, but nevertheless there is a degree of 
reasonableness that political agreements could be reached. So, the achieve- 
ment of a peace treaty with Egypt is a positive step, and the desire to 
reach such a treaty with Syria should be one of the early goals of Leraeli 
policy. 


This is not the case with Jordan, where King Husayn of the Hashemite 
dynasty rules, supported by the beduin population which is a minority in 
the total Jordanian population. Most of the population is composed of 
Palestinian refugees who have “acquired” for themselves a “national entity” 
differing in character and substance from that of the Jordanian beduins. 


Today we live in a period of the destruction of the last remnants of 
kinge and kingdoms in the Asian and African continents, and this “wave: 
is rising. The stability of Husayn's monarchy in Jordan is doubtful. It 
might even be said that its days are numbered. 
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Still ene ust marvel at Husayn's staying power and ability to maneuver, 
Yet the facte do not offer a promising picture for hin, 


The Palestinian population of Jordan ie gaining increasing influence 
politically, economically, and culturally, and there te no doubt that in 
the not dictant future, they will gain control of the country, 


The Palestinians are now riding the creat of a wave of proue and militant 
nationalian, supported by other Arab countries and the Third World. Now 
they have succeeded in hitehing their wagon to the countries of Western 
Lurope, tt te Crue that these waves are temporary and irrational, based 
on changing political reasons, filled with contradictions. 


The differences between the political “national entity” between the two 
populations beth in the country of Jordan and in Judea, Samaria, and 

Gasa with their “added Palestinian power", are deep and very basic. Any 
treaty betveen use and Jordan will be deeply influenced by these basic 
facte. lt ie beyond doubt clear that a treaty with King Husayn will not 
solve in any way the Palestinian problem. On the contrary, 4 treaty with 
usayn wou d cause @ Palestinian reaction and could aggravate the problem 
and make ite solution more difficult. 


There te @ great difference between the geographical-military problems 
between lerael, Egypt, and Syria, and between Israel and Jordan. The 
former are on the southern and northern borders, and in miiitary and 
geographical terms would not, in the first stages of a war, presse the 
heartland of Israel. 


Om the other hand, Jordan is on Ierael's long eastern border, at the 

narrow neck of the country. Jordan could Launch an attack on Israel from 
bases close to the population centers of Israel, and the sensitive and 
eritical military pointe of Israel. Any treaty with King Husayn, according 
to Shimon Peres, would include territorial concessions in Judea, Samaria, 
and Gaza. The border between Jordan and Ierael would “move” westward end 
be fixed near Jenin in the north, Tul-Karm in the center, and in the 

region of Yatur which is south of Mt Hebron. Indeed, MK Peres supports 

the Allon olan, which calle for Israeli settlements and sovereignty in 

the Jordan Valley, and the etationing of the IDF on the Jordan River, but 
we must also keep in mind the Jericho plan which permite a Jordanian 
corridor to Judea and Samaria, as well as access roads for Jordan to 

Gaza, whic, would become a Jordanian port on the Mediterranean. The 
limitation which would prevent the Jordanian army from crossing the Jordan 
River would be no guarantee to prevent the possible creation of secret 
bases on the crest of the msountaine of Judea and Samaria which could be 
occupied by the Jordanian army--in the event of a war--by means of surprise 
landings o, iand and air. 





it can be assumed that any attack on Israel would be in cooperation with 
“brotherly Arab countries--Syria, Iraq, Lybian support, Saudi Arabia, 
and the rest of the Arab countries. 
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Jordanian sovereignty over Judea, Samaria, and Gaga, which would prevent 
free military movement by lerael in those territories, would enable the 
Jordanians to concentrate military means, secretly, whieh could be hidd: a 
in the mountains and towne, and with which Arab civilian militias could 
be equipped, to provide massive military support co the Jordanian-Syrian- 
Iraqi army to the rear of the IDF, 


King Husayn would solve hie “Palestinian problem" within his country by 
tranaplanting the Palestinian leadership and the other volatile factors 
within the Palestinian population in Jordan to Judea and Samaria! The 
Palestinian entity in Judea, Samaria, and Gaga would be more radical and 
more militant, a4 would sooner or later lead to another Palestinian state 
under the Jordanian crown of King Husayn. 


The “Jordanian option” will not solve the Palestinian problem; it will 
perpetuate it. As etated before, some of the Palestinian refugees in 
Jordan would be directed to Judea and Samaria by economic inducements 
as well as threate. Such a movement would be accompanied by a new national 
and religious arising under the motto “return to home” of the Palestinians. 


The Jordanian option necessarily carries with it danger to tho very exist- 
ence of lerael. It carries no solution to any of the problems of Israel. 


The Jordanian option will only sharpen the Palestinian problem, and en- 
courage and push the Arab countries to open 4 general attack on Iserael-- 
on the northeastern front from aggressive military bases having clear 
advantages for the Arab armies! They would attack in the belief that this 
time they would be able to defeat the IDF on the battlefield. Already on 
the first day of such a war, Ierael would be forced into a defensive 
posture, to protect ite population and industrial centers, as well as 
sensitive military points. This would give a very important opening ad- 
vantage to the Arabs. 


The Jordanian option--in my opinion--would constitute a death trap for 
Israel, both politically and militarily, and the Israeli government should 
do everything possible to put distance between itself and such a solution. 


In looking back, it is clear that Israel never had any interest in saving 
the monarchy of Husayn in 1970. We responded to a secret request, perhaps 
silently, by the U.S. to support the hand of Husayn by turning back the 
Syrian armored columns which were disguised as "Palestinian forces." The 
IDF did thie by moving up armored unite on the Golan Heights opposite 

the mountains of Gilead--the road on which the Syrian tanks were advancing. 
Their armored column was forced to turn back, to avoid an Israeli attack 
on ite flank, or being cut off from the Syrian rear. 


We have no interest in the continuation of Husayn's monarchy in Jordan. 
It holds no advantage for Israel, in spite of the quiet on the Jordanian 
border and the open bridges, which are to his credit. 
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in the long run it would be better if the Palestinians would take the 
reine of power in Jordan and realise there their “national political" 
desires. the “Palestinian entity" would find ite expression there, In 
terms of explaining our position to the world, thia would be more con- 
venient for lerael, The autonomy plan, in apite of all of its drawbacks, 
limitations, and dangera, is a possible solution, ae the lesser of evils, 
fut in order to reach this solution, we must create far reaching facts 

in Judea, Samaria, and Gaza, by means of which we will be able to neutral- 
ise the dawgere of autonomy, and prevent any territorial contiguity of the 
areas of autonomy. Only after basic preparations by lerael “in the field” 
can we begin serious negotiations on autonomy, 


't would be appropriate for the government to come out of the next elec=

OUTSIDE MEDDLING CALLED CAUSE OF NAFHA PRISONER STRIKE

Jail Lies in Unmistakable Political Causes") 


[Text] “The reasons for the hunger strike declared by the security prisoners in the 
Nafha Jail on 11 July were clear political reasons, provocative elements from the 
outside meddled in this issue and their contribution to the spread of the hunger 
strike was quite significant,” was determined by special investigation commission 
headed by Commander Shmuel Eytan, which was appointed by the Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg to investigate the causes of the strike. 


The report of the commission, which includes conclusions and recommendations stemming 
from what had been learned from the strike, was made public at a news conference 
which took place yesterday in Jerusalem. 


The interior minister reported that the commission examined about 40 people, among 
them Squadron Leader Haim Levy, commander of the Prison Service, personally, who 
was present at the press conference. 


The interior minister noted that in Israel there are seventeen jails, including 
seven in the areas of Judea and Samaria. These fails hold some 600 [sic] prisoners, 
among whom are 2700 security risks "in the broadest sense," since among those 
security detainees there are those even at Nafha who have been sentenced because of 
notorious acts of terror to life imprisonment more than once. 


Outside Elements 


"The hunger strike by these security prisoners was political, led, incited and 
inflamed by specific external elements, by the influence of the PLO, and in accordance 
with general political acts associated with the general atmosphere," said Mr Burg, 

who noted that the recommendations of the commission will be taken under advisement 
and implemented to the extent possible. 


Squadron Leader Haim Levy, Commander of the Prison Service, and Commander Shmuel 
Eytan, chairman of the commission, also said that from conversations with the 
prisoners as well as from intelligence information, it was clear beyond doubt that 
"the strike was organized within the context of the struggle against the State of 
Israel, indeed from within the walls of the jail, and the principal goal was to 
exhaust us to the greatest degree possible." 
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Forced Feeding 


The commission report confirmed that two of the hunger-etriking prisoners who died 
during the atrike, as a result of the penetration of acidified juices from the stomach 
to the lung afcer they had been fed in an exhausted and frail condition, One of the 
deceased, Muhammad ‘Ali J'abri, ate willingly after the deterioration in hia con- 
dition and for reasons that were not made clear died subsequently ae a result of 

"resp .ratory preumonia," 


Hunger striker Ghaseam Muhammad Halawa died after being forcefed by means of a tube 
(gunce) and expired by reason of the penetration of acidified gastric juices to the 
lunge, which could have been in any case “the result of the resistance by the 
prisoner and his general condition, when a quantity of food entered the trachea by 
ecror inetead of the esophagus." 


Sut in the two cases, the commission found no deviation from the procedural instructions 
und there was oo negligent conduct requiring legal action. 


By Order 


The commission determines in general that “the activities in their entirety, including 
the medical activities which were carried out by the prison authorities, from the 
beginning of the hunger strike were carried out in accordance with orders and 

existing procedures." Only with regard to three prisoners was there the need to use 
force to persuade them to accept nourishment, according to regulations existing only 
in the State of Israel, which require that a hunger striker must be forced to take 
novurisiment of a sufficient caloric quantity in order to prevent endangerment to 

his life, 


Lack of Concern 


Mr Burg noted that in countries throughout the world it is customary to permit hunger 
strikers to strike until there is an actual danger to life before the prisoner is 
forced to take nourishment, however in Israel there exists the principle of "sanctity 
of life” and « hunger striker is not permitted to approach a danger point at all. 


The commissior recommends response to a number of demands of the prisoners related 
to the conditions of their imprisonment, emphasizing that these demands could have 
been met even without the strike, the principal motivations of which were, as has 
been stated, political, and especially out of a desire to prevent the separation of 
the leadershig of the prisoners from the other prisoners and their transfer to other 
jails. 


Expanded Exercise Compound 


Among the recommended reforms: Expansion of the exercise compound, institut ing 
improvements in the conditions of the prisoners’ meeting with their family members, 
installation of wash basins in all cells, increasing the lighting and ventilation 
conditions in the cells. 


The commissior also recommends introducing more variety in food served the prisoners 
by seasoning it and cooking it in accordance with their taste. 
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In a special recommendation, the commission notes that government authorities should 
give attention to the problem of indoctrination of the security prisoners, vith the 
aim of utilizing the length of their stay in prison, in view of the fact thac "the 
terrorist prisoners refuse to work at any kind of task with the exception of self- 
serving taske entailing their own needs. The refusal to work is explained as a non- 
contribution to the Israeli war effort." 


Intellectual Theory 


The intellectuals among the prisoners disseminate a theory of hate toward everything 
associated with the State of Ierael and Zionism, and that is operated at times also 
by the use of force and threats. 


The commission notes further that "with the outbreak of the hunger strike at Nafha 
Jail, the incident received a great deal of publicity in the media in Israel and 
abroad to a degree exceeding all proportion. For example, it was reported that 26 
hunger-strike prisoners had died. 


Distorted Picture 


The timing of the strike to correspond with the deliberations at the UN and in 
Copenhagen and the meddling by interested parties created a distorted picture of 
Nafha Jail." 


The commission determined that it was proper to emphasize that the medicel service 
and the other prison conditions at this facility are superior to the conditions at 
other jails, and the only problem is the distance of the site from the center of 
the country, which is a problem that is of no especial consequence in the opinion 
of the commission,

lext] In the previous article in this series, we discussed the dilemma facing the 
vO after the Yom Kippur War: to join, or refrain from joining, the Geneva Con- 
ference. We shall discuss the intervention of the Arab states in the dispute, and 
the idea of the establishment of a Palestinian state. We shall answer the question: 
Do the Arab countries neighboring "Palestine" want a Palestinian state? 


The resolutions of the Palestinian National Council at its meeting of June 1974-- 
which have been called the Ten Section Plan--were extremist and uncompromising. They 
appear less extremist by reason of the strengthening of the foundations of the PLO 
which advocate a relatively moderate position, on the tactical question calling for 
che participat .on of the PLO in Geneva. This is as opposed to the position of the 
extremists, who reject out-of-hand any compromise or political negotiation and are 
of the opinion that the only way to achieve the goals of the Palestinians is through 
armed conflict. However, in effect, the resolutions of the Palestinian Council were 
meant to serve two important aims: A) To deny Jordan the legal authority to return 
to itself the areas from which Israel is to withdraw. B) At the same time to main- 
tain a state of war with Israel and to prevent, at any cost, a connection between 
return of terr’:ory by Israel and the Palestinian recognition of Israel's right to 
exist. 


Anyone examining the way of the Palestinian national reaction, cannot but be impressed 
by the fact that the Arab leaders who wished to exploit the Palestinian problem for 
their own interests have, with the passing of time, been turned into the exploited. 
The Palestinians who had been destined to be the weak and exploited body have become 
an exploiting factor, vexing and even dangerous, to these leaders and to others who 
have succeeded them. This is analogous to the axe turning upon its hewer. 


The prime argument of the Palestinian movement that the land belongs to its Arab 
inhabitants and that no man has a right to deed it to the Zionists. The Balfour 
Declaration, the Mandate and the Partition of 1947 are all null and void, inasmuch 
as they stand in opposition to the natural and legitimate rights of the inhabitants 
coe land whose decicive majority are Arabs. The appointment of Haj Muhammad 
\mi. al-Husseini to the exalted position of president of the Supreme Muslim Council 
wis the beginning stage in the relations of "Palestine" with the Arab countries and 
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[elam, Amin al-Hisseini was an ambitious leader who wanted "Palestine" to capture 
a position in the Arab and Muslim arena above and peyond ite size and its p litical 
weight. In a Mue.lim congress which he convened in Jerusalem in December 193., there 
are to be seen for the first time hundreds of representatives from Arab and Muslim 
states who came to deliberate over what the Mufti called: "The terrifying Zionist 
threat to the Holy Places." in the riots of 1936, some of the Arab states attempted 
to intervene with the Palestinians to cease their strike. In the London meeting of 
1939, representatives from the Arab countries participated in order to help in 
solving the problem, 


The interest of the Arab states in the controversy increased when they achieved 
independence in the wid-forties, and a sharp rivalry then began among them on the 
conquest of "Palestine" and tying it in to their sphere of influence. The Arab 
leaders were not blind to the fact that "Palestine" constituted a geopolitical focus 
by virtue of its location between the Mediterranean and Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and 
Egyot. The one dominating this land region could influence--if even indirectly-- 
events in neighboring countries. The War of 1948 presented an appropriate opportunity 
for the leaders of the Arab countries to concern themselves with their interests in 
“Palestine” or at least to prevent others from achieving exclusive gains. When 

that war broke out, Egypt even hesitated about becoming involved in it. The decision 
of Egypt to intervene in "Palestine" came when it became known chat Abdallah, king 
of Jordan, was preparing to wage war in order to annex parts of .t to his kingdom. 
Egypt decided to intervene in order to prevent Abdallah from donn’ng the crown of 
"the courageous fighter for Palestine” in the Arab world, and to prevent him from 
annexing territories, or at least to provide that Egypt, too, gair a substantial 
slice. In the war, as is known, Abdallah dominated western Transjordan, which had 
been intended as a Palestinian nation, and Egyptians conquered the Gaza Strip. At 
the start of the fifties Nasser, the ruler of Egypt displayed ambitions to annex the 
Negev, in order to create a corridor to the northern Arab countries. Even in 1948, 
Egypt planned its aggression to accommodate this theory. 


The war also served the interests of King Abdallah, who wished to enrich his desert 
kingdom with manpower from Judea and Samaria, and he also aspired to attain the title 
"Defender of the Holy Places" of Islam in Jerusalem. 


The Syrians’ claim to "Palestine" is known. The leaders of the Palestinian movement 
after World War I considered themselves Syrians, and "Palestine" was called Southern 
Syria (Syria Al-Janubiyyah). The first Arab executive committee assembled and was 
formed in Damascus. The Palestinian leaders considered themselves Syrians in the 
peace conference following the first World War. One of the reasons the Syrians are 
more extremist than others is their perception that “Palestine” is a part of their 
land. On 8 March 1974, Syrian President Assad said that: "Palestine is an integral 
part of southern Syria and we are of the opinion that our privilege and obligation 
are to insist that Palestine be a liberated portion of our Arab homeland and of our 
Syrian land." It is no wonder that in the deliberation of the representatives of 
the Palestinian organizations, the representative of the pro-Syrian Al Sa'‘iqah 
Organization said in 1970: "Neither the Palestinians themselves nor one of the 
organizations, have the authority to decide unilaterally the solution of the fate 

of Palestine." 
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In contrast to this Syrian position, the representative of the Arab Liberation Front 
who leans toward Iraq, said that: The liberation of "Palestine" will serve as a 
means of achieving overall Arab unity, and not toward the establishment of the 15th 
Arab state, which will only deepen the division, 


At a press conference held about a year ago with President Carter, he said that as 
far as is known to him all of the Arab leaders with whom he met did not desire the 
establishment of a Palestinian state and they did not discuss it with him. Why’ 


Saudi Arabla--this nation is one of the most reactionary and conservative globally 
and in the Arad world in particular. On more than one occasion this nation has been 
the target of a verbal attack by the leaders of the PLO. This nation is also busy 
even today with an economic development plan of stupendous sums. Clearly, a 
situation such as this requires peace and serenity. A revolutionary Palestinian 
state at the head of which stand subversive leaders and experienced terrorists, who 
save never covered their Communist leanings, would endanger the existence of the 
Saudi voyal regime, Recently, Crown Prince Fahd spoke of the need for a Palestinian 
state, But in the Arab East we must differentiate between words and deeds and the 
beliefs which are in the heart. 


Syria--for the reasons we have outlined in the article and for the age-old desire to 
see the unification of the Fertile Crescent--is not interested in such a state. It 
wants a Palestine as an indivisible part of Syria. 


Jordan--Hussein knows well, and rightly, that the cruelest enemy of him and his 
kingdom is the PLO, He still has not forgotten the pronouncement of George Habash: 
"The road to Tel Aviv leads through Amman," 





Egypt--This country is prepared for any solution which will preserve its interests 

in the region, Arafat, the revolutionary and the pro-Russian, is not to its liking. 
A state in Judea and Samaria which will be under Communist and pro~-Russian influence, 
will clash also with the national interests of Egypt. 


How does it heppen that everyone is talking about a Palestinian state and no one 
wants it, including the PLO? That is related to the character of the East in which 


we live. 
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ANALYST REAPPRAJSES PLO POWER

[Text] The expanded preemptive activity of the IDF in the areas seized by the ter- 
rorists north of the Litani [River] was undoubtedly necessary, justified, and sin- 
gularly successful. Anyone conversant with the history of the mini-war of the IDF 
can hardly remain unimpressed by the level of implementation, by the scope of the 
strike at the enemy, and even--with all the grief--by the minimal number of casualties 
among our fighters. The problem posed to the IDF in its war against the terrorists 

is not how to liquidate once-and-for-all their capability of striking at us, but 
rather how to reduce this capability to a tolerable minimum. 


Strategic Balance 


The success and the timing of the operation requires that we examine the strategic 
balance of our struggle against the PLO, 


From the time of its founding in 1964, the PLO has absorbed far more defeats than 
successes on the battlefield and in its various operations. The level of the 
military operations of the PLO fighters was shown, in almost all cases, to be very 
low. On the tactical and operational level, the IDF succeeded to a great degree in 
neutralizing the efforts of the terrorists. If this problem were only one of 
military struggle, we would be witness now to a total degeneration of the terrorist 
organizations and would have gained, after 16 years of struggle, a strategic victory 
which also would have included a political advantage. 


If the goal of the terrorists is to convert life in Israel to hell and to undermine 
the will-power of the Israelis, there is no doubt that the IDF has chalked up a 
victory for itself in the strategic military balance. 


Political Advantage for PLO 


Although life in Israel has not become hell at all and the strikes of the terrorists 
have not become a decisive factor in the shaping of its domestic morale, the PLO has 
made spectacular gains on the political level and has become a first -rate factor, 
both in the Arab world and in global politics: the PLO has acquired for itself 
increasing sympathy in world public opinion and has strengthened its base as the 
recognized and undisputed spokesman for the Palestinians. 
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How can the gap between the military failure of the PLO and its political and 
peychological success be explained? 


Lt would appear that the difficulty is pegged in our grasp of the historic quality 
of the PLO and of its strategic goal, We must make the analysis according to the 
results and not according to the proclamations, according to the actual development 
and not as a result of images which flow from formal definitions, from exhibitionist 
declirations or from literal declarations of aims. 


the PLO declares about itself, and thus it is perceived worldwide, that it is an 
organization of guerrilla fighters. The fact that we in Israel persist in labeling 
the PLO as a terrorist organization, has not succeeded in changing by much its world 
image; very few outside of Israel label the PLO fighters with the name "terrorist" 
or with other pejorative labels. The expressions prevalent in the world media are 
“guerrilla fighters," "commando" and the like. Even within Israel, we use the label 
terrorist more by way of a moral judgment than by way of strategic-historic consi- 
deration. The strategy of Israel vis-a-vis the PLO really demonstrates that we see 
in it first and foremost an organization which poses before us a military problem. 


‘Through all too pathetic but completely fruitless informational efforts, we persist 
in convincing the world ° ere is no Palestinian problem, or at least that the 
PLO does not represent «..s protlem honestly; in effect, Israel does not have a PLO 
policy. All of our effo:'° are concentrated in defensive methods similar to the IDF 
operation on the Arnon he ©) cs, 


What .s Guerrilla War? 


Were che PLO a guerrilla organization within the classical meaning of the word, its 
struggie could be summarized as total failure. Those conducting a mini-war are 
aware that their enemies possess a decisive advantage which is in itself military; 
thus they are incapable of defeating them in a direct campaign on an area or on 
other military objectives. They direct their efforts toward striking a single 
objective--the will of their enemies to continue the struggle. A guerri).a war is 
typical of struggles within the frame of reference of a civil war--where the will of 
the ruling circles can be broken, or at least the basis of their hold upon the 
nation can be pulled out from under them (and this, of course, is a situation 
irrelevant to the Israel case)--or to struggles against a foreign ruler. In this 
case, a vital condition for success of the struggle of guerrilla fighters is that 
the enemy have a realistic option to abandon continuation of the struggle. Inasmuch 
as a foreign conqueror always has a capital city, such a war ends in the victory of 
the guerrilla fighters when the foreign conqueror decides to give up his conquests 
and to retreat to his capital city. Comverting the life of the foreign conqueror 
to a hell in the conquered areas, persisting in the mini-war until the community 
and the policymakers in the capital city are convinced that there is no prospect of 
ending the wer in victory, and the unrelenting pounding on the morale of the con- te 
querot, are therefore the principal objectives of guerrilla fighters. Influence oe 
upon international factors or upon the policies of other nations which are not 
directly involved in the dispute, are secondary objectives and their influence on 
results of the struggle are for the most part secondary; the essence of the struggle 
joined between the conqueror and the conquered and its results are directly 
determined between the disputanis. 
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An additional ebjeetive facing guerrilla fighters is the effort to recruit the 
support ef their people and to take a position on national leadership accepiable to 
all, or at least to a decisive majority of their nation. The casence of the 
otrugeie @gainet the foreign conqueror helps them to attain this objective 
relatively easily; however, when there are competing forces within the guerrilla 
movement, the problem of rivalry with the national leadership arises, ae we have 
seen in several places in Africa in recent years (in Angola and in Mozambique, for 
example), but thie ieeue mainly influences the situation which is created after the 
conqueror Wwe left and not the essential resulte of the guerrilla war. 


If we examine the struggle between Llerael and the PLO in light of these classical 
terms, we can say wits confidence that the IDF has indeed suceseded in prevent ing 
the PLO from approaching ite proclaimed goal (to weaken the leraeli position, or 
even ite will to retain the areas which it conquered in 1967), Furthermore, we may 
even say that the PLO hae fo prospect of attaining these goals, inasmuch as the 

ful ‘amentel factor te lacking in thie etruggle--lerael hae no concrete option of 
abandoning the etruggie, and even abandonment of the areas which were conquered 
during Che SixeDay Wer, entalle at the very worst a negotiated arrangement and not 

tary eurrender, 


PLO Strategy 


However, thie analyete deals only with the only superficial layer of our historic 
atrogele against the Palestinians, and though it takes into account the uniqueness 
of teraei's eituation, it faile to account for the uniqueness of the PLO situation. 
The PLO, deepite ite proclamations, is not an ordinary case of an organization of 
guerrilla fighters, since the military aspect of ite war is nothing but a marginal 
Aapect. 


The strategy of the PLO te not to overcome Israel's capability to maintain its 
position by a direct etruggle. Ite accomplishments are in the very area of three 
collateral objectives: conquest of the leadership of the Palestinian nation, 
recruitment and activation of the Arab world (and even the Islamic one) for an all 
out war egainet lerael, and a etrike at the international position and the economic 
and political survival capability of Lerael. The military capacity of the PLO is 
merely a visual accompaniment to ite political and psychological capacity. This is 
the reason why, paradoxically, military defeats do not weaken the PLO, but rather 
even reinforce it. Its very position on the front of the struggle against Ierael 
and ite continued appearance in the headlines of the media in the Arab world and 
over the globe generally, ie what affords to ite advantages in the area of the three 
goals toward which it aspires. 


Thie article deale with the military-political balance and not the moral-ideological 
balance of our struggle with the PLO, but it is appropriate, though only by 
indirection, to add thie ae well: The atrocity missions of the PLO (ite actions in 
fet She'an, in Ma‘alot, and on the Coastal Road, and others), despite the anguish 
they arouse among us and among many others, are not weighed against the strategic 
balance of the PLO, but rather to its advantage especially. Paradoxically, such 
acte bulld the image of the PLO in the Arab world in particular, but also globally 
and eve. in the enlightened Western countries as a representative of the despairing 
etruge le of the Palestinian nation for its liberation. 
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Sleughterere of children in Nahariya and Ma'alot do not appear in the consciousness 
of the world a6 criminals whe pull out from under themselves every moral hold upon 
the juatice of their struggle. They are described as “deaperados” whose terrible 
distress pushes them even to the commission of euch acte of atrocity, These 
atrocities are described, even wore regretfully, ae evidence of the strength of 

the political demande of the Palestinians, 


Let ve return to the cumulative effect of the military failure of the PLO, Were the 
LO an ordinary case of « guerrilla war, their ongoing and repeated military failures 
would have to expose the shame of thie organization before the world in general and 
wtie Palestiniene in particular, 14 yeare of military failures would have had to 
convince the Palestinians and their esupportere in the Arab world that the road of 

the PLO te @ deadwend, Yet, with every additional failure the stock of the PLO rises 
‘oth in the eyee of Arab public opinion ae well ae in the eyes of the Palestinians, 
\) yeare after the founding of the PLO, there ie not today an Arab or 4 Palestinian 
«le would undermine the leadership of Yaseeir Arafat among the Palestiniense. Further, 
it would appeer that Arafat and hie cohorte have succeeded in consolidating « broad 
on’ powerful front of Arab nations and armies who are preparing themselves and 
lovking forward to the moment when they, and not the PLO will be able to attain the 
ultimate goal--the liquidation of lLereel, 


| have not yet had the opportunity to analyze closely the reactions worldwide to the 
iDF'@ most recent attack, yet from previous instances it can be concluded that the 
victory of the LDF on the Arnon Heights, with all ite eseentiality and importance 
on the level of the military struggle of Lerael against the terrorist organizations, 
will contribute not at #11 to and perhaps will even take away from, our political 
and peychological balance of our war ageinet the PLO, When the filme of the 
succeseful etrikes against the bases of the terrorists go out worldwide--even if 
there ere statesmen and media personnel who justify the operation--the image of the 
PLO as the representative of the Palestinian struggle and as the power to be 
reckoned with in any solution that can be attained in the Middle East, wil! be 
reinforced, since even the IDF is obliged to take it into account and to mobilize 
againet it by such a broad and daring operation. 


We must therefore remember, even when the defense requirement obligates use to conduct 
operations such as this, that their influence ranges merely over the most super- 
ficial Level of our struggle against the PLO, and that they do not solve by any 
means or manner, the deeper problems of thie etruggle. If we fail to search for new 
ways to measure up againet the cumulative effect of the PLO position in the Arab 
world and globally, we are destined to be likened to one who treats pneumonia with 
cough tablets.

INTERNAL STRUGGLE WRACKS HERUT

{Text} If there are special suite for those who eit on the benches of the oppo- 
sition, they are already being made or pulled out of mothballe in Herut. One of 
the key activiste of the movement told me this week that Herut is returning to ite 
natural place after a period of glory. For the purposes of public relations and 
election propaganda, there are those who are flexing their muscles and guaranteeing 
that in the time remaining until the elections, the situation will be reversed and 
the public will come to know what a wonderful government it hase had in recent 
years. Some, primarily those whose seats in the coming Knesset are assured, are 
already regarding the political arena with a bit of despair and self-irony ae if 
there ie no force in the world able to save this government and this coalition from 
themselves. There are others, however, who are endeavoring to guarentee themselves 
and their movement a soft landing on the day after the elections and are speaking 
about a government of national unity. Mowhe Arens, 4 certified major hawk (he 
voted against the Camp David agreements) recently stated in an interview to 

Galei Teahal [the IDF radio station) that it is a national obligation to establish 
a government of national unity and that in eum the political differences between 
the Likud and the Alignment are not as great as they seem. If the Alignment is 
ready to return 80 percent of the West Bank, eo he said, the Likud is prepared to 
return 50 percent. He said thie, and the ground under him did not open up and 
svallow him. MK Hayim Kaufman, the chairman of the Herut faction in the Knesset, 
aleo favors the establishment of a government of national unity. “The next 
government,” he says, “whatever government it is, will fall in 2 years when it will 
be necessary to give up territories and to withstand unprecedented pressures. Only 
4 government of national unity will be able to endure this.” 


The awareness or the feeling that the days of the administration are ending and 

that the opposition always remains has changed Herut into an arena of clashes in 

the etyle of “grab what you can." There are two main struggles in the gsovement~-the 
old etruggle for seats, that is to say for a seat in the Knesset, which has now 
taken on dimensions of urgency and near-violence, and the struggle over the 
inheritance from Begin, that is to say over the leadership. These two struggles are 
intertwined and feed each other. 


Three years of government have done something to Herut and ite people. It has 
giventhem, for the first time in their political lives, the taste of power, 
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influence and action, ‘tt hee elevated many people, some of whom were virtua! 
unknowne, to he governmental level and hae made them personalities, ae it were, 
and hae ralee! the level of their politteal aspirations, Since the return to 

the benches o the opposition will again reduce the system of political reciprocity 
to the seate © the Knesset, (he atmosphere around the list for the coming Knesset 
ie oppresaive and full of euaptetone, There are new candidates, whom the edminia 
fraction has e evated and wade national personalities, such as the Larae!! ambassador 
to typypt, Elivahu Ben-Eliesar; Cabinet Secresary Arye Na'or; or the Director-general 
f the Offtee of the Prime Miniater Matti Shmuelevits.

Weieman--A Soccer Player in Quarantine 


Eeer Weleman's name wae wiesing in all the liete of candidates which I received 
and in every case wae placed on the side, No one believes that with Begin at the 
head of the liet Exer Weleman will return “home.” There are those who are not 
eorry about this, primarily those who are among the supporters of Yitshaq Shamir 
ae a possible heir of the prime minieter and are also doing everything they can to 
increase the obstacles confronting Welsman. There are those who are trying secretly 
and without leaving 4 trace to preserve as beat they can the very thin and fragile 
tlee which nonetheless exiet between Weleman and Herut. The more prominent in 
thie area are Weleman's opponents, not hie supporters, who have “entered the 
sheltere” according .o their man in Caesarea. Moreover, whoever has identified 
with the Weleman option has recently found himself a target for attack and even 
purge attempte. Thie te how many understand the attempt to purge the chairman 

of the Herut faction in the Knesset, Hayim Kaufman, and to replace him with 

Dev Shilaneki, ae part of a greater power struggle between the Shamir people and 
the Weteman people. In thie pattern, claim those who are identified with Weisman, 
ean be included also the recurrent talk about David Levi's lose of strength in 
the movement, the notices in the prees, after the elections in the Metalworkers 
Union, which blame Yoram Aridor for the defeat, the attempt to involve Mikha Reiser, 
the chief of the Organization Branch, in the incident involving forgeries in the 
party's card fille, and the etruggle between Mikhael Deqel (the Shamir camp) and 
Me'ir Cohen (4 supporter of David Levi) for the vacancy in the Foreign Affaire and 
Defense Committee with the departure of Akiva Nof. Deqel defeated Cohen in the 
vote, and the Shamir camp (in the activities of which, incidentally, Shamir does 
not participate at all, at least overtly) vociferously claimed that the hawkieh 
line in the Herut movement has defeated the dovish line, which is now used to 
signify anyone who seeks to leave the doors open for Weisman. 


The trony te that the key person in several of the recent power struggles, some say 
coneptracies, which the Shamir people have conducted with the other camp is 

Eitan livat, who was the operations officer of Irgun Tevai Le'umi and who does not 
exactly squander love for Yitzhaq Shamir (the operations officer of the Lohamei 
Herut Yiereel). They eay in Herut that Livni aspires to Aridor's position as 
chairman of the secretariat, for which he struggled unsuccessfully during the past 
year, and to again be one of the strong men in the movement. He is credited with 
erasing the enormous debts of the Tel Hai Fund and, of course, ite underground past. 
However, for the sake of hie "grand plan,” the seizure of the secretariat and the 
domination of the extreme hawkish line, he was prepared to enter into alliances 
which until a short while ago seemed unacceptable. He supported Mikhael Deqel 

(a Shamir man) againet Me'ir Cohen in exchange for his friendDov Shilaneki's 

taking the place of Hayim Kaufman, known as an adversary of Livni, as chairman of 
the Herut faction. The next stage in the plot was said to be the removal of 

Mikha Reteer from his position as chief of the Organtration Branch in anticipation 
of the removal of Aridor as head of the secretariat. This plan has eo far not been 
very euccessful, and there are those who maintain that it has even damaged his 
prospects for holding*what he already has. 














Heyond these wnaesthetic personality conflicts emerges the larger struggle over 

the future image of the Herut movement, both in terma of the composition of the 
leadership anc ite ideology. This struggle over the inheritance ia between two 
camps. One camp supporte Yitzhaq Shamir ae the heir of Begin and ie more solid and 
active at chin time while the other camp, the centriet one, claims that now fe not 
the time to be involved in naming an heir (with the intention of leaving the door 
open ‘or Weleman), @ camp which ie not actually active and even whose lines of 
demarcation are not euffictently clear. 


It te not easy today to be an open supporter of Weilgman, the man who insulted the 
leader and who came out againet his leadership and even to a certain extent againat 
the Ideology he personifies. In a movement which te very closely supervised by 

the leader, despite the democratic “moves” which he makes, it is better not to stand 
openly alongeide one who has renoved himself from the at times imposed consensus 
cound the leader, Individuals, not from the firet ranks, have openly declared their 
‘upport tor Welgman, Others are saying behind closed doors that Ezer Weitzman is 
ierut's electoral life-saving board and that under no circumstances should he be 
peraltted to leave the movement. Someone compared Weleman to 4 soccer star who has 
es omitted a quarantine form. Should he be ejected and pushed to the arme of another 
compet ttor team or should an attempt be made to talk things over with him and reach 
® common understanding, hie silent supporters ask. 


iis indeterminate camp of phantoms of those who want to see Weigman return includes 

avid Levi Grho recently had a telephone conversation with Weitzman), Hayiw Corfu, 

oy iw Keufmen ("Tt te unheard of that Rabin and Peres can appear on one list and 

not Segin and Welzman"), Mordekhai Zippori, Moshe Katzav, Me'ir Cohen, and also,

‘amp. There people are very cautious in their comments and their actions. They are 

cot among thove who are making pilgrimages to Weizman's new home in Caesarean. They 

try met to initiate conversations with him and not to be seen in hie company or in 

the company of his friends and emissaries. The movement for Weizman in Herut has 

gone underground. Nevertheless, five members of the secretariat maintain rather 

frequent contact with Weigman. The same applies to heads of branches. This will 
ntinue until) the screening out of those who are described as Weizman peuple 

begins. Not much is needed, someone told me. Ail it takes is for Kadishai to 

say one word of criticiem and opposition, either in or not in Begin's name, in 

order for the target of the criticiem to be frozen out. 


eeleman also does not make it easy for his supporters. He does not make his 
incentions clear, does not consolidate an open force for war within or outside 

of Herut, and is very cautious about promising anything to anyone. It now seems 
thet among al) the options open to him he will choose the easier one in waiting 
for another factor which will tip the scales in his favor, be it those pressures 
om Begin within the Likud to work for his return or be it the state of Begin's 
health which would open the way for his return. In any event, waiting outside in 
(aesarea is mch easier than waiting inside, within the movement. 


velgman's opponents do not consider him to have much influence, and they do not 
consider him « danger. One member of the secretariat told me that the furor 

od Weiermar's electoral abilities was exaggerated an! that the Likud's great 
jctory in the last election did not result in more than two seats. In the 
/ evlous election, the Likud's component elements received 39 seats whereas in the 
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1977 election, ‘with Weileman as the chief of staff, with Zhorbin on the right and 
Leah Rabin (and her bank account) and Asher Yadlin on the left, the Likud received 
no more than 41 seate. It was only afterward with all the joininge thet we 
increased to 45, so where is the landslide victory?" Someone told me that there 
are three people who can win an election in lerael, and they are Menahem Begin, 
Zubin Mehta and leaac Stern. 


Alao, no one believes that when Ezer Weigzman decides to leave Herut, he will take 
a healthy bite out of it for the entity which he will head. "“Ezer," they say, 
"hoped to bring down the government with hie departure from the Ministry of Defense 
and he did not succeed. He hoped to shake the movement and it remained whole." 


In contrast, the camp which supporte Yitshaq Shamir as Begin's heir is clearer and 
more unequivocal. His supportere--Roni Milo, Mikhael Deqel, David Stern, Dov 
Shilaneki and to a certain extent aleo Moshe Arens (although, it ie said, that he 
reserves the right to compete for the leadership after Begin), Yosef Rom and 

Eitan Livni, despite his Long-term rivalry--are speaking and working openly. 
Mikhael Deqel cven attempted to arrange open conferences in the branches for Shamir 
under the banner of “ideological conferences," however, he was censured for this in 
the secretariat. 


Songs Behind the Scenes 


Yitzhaq Shamir's strong status in the movement and the unanimous recognition of his 
personal qualities and ability make it very easy for his supporters. Begin also 
considers him, as it were, his heir, however, the Shamir people claim that it is 
precisely Begin's position and lack of action in thie matter that are playing into 
the hands of Ezer Weizmann. They recognize that Shamir is not an outstanding vote 
getter, but they claim that if he were given the opportunity to serve now as prime 
minister and mature in the position for the remaining year to build himself as a 
national leader in the public consciousness, he could head the Likud's list in 

the next elections and even win. Such a process is possible, of course, only if 
Begin were to announce today his early departure for health reasons (and for no 
other reason) and gracefully vacate the top position to his natural heir. Those 
who maintain this point primarily to the estate of the prime minister's health. 

They are concerned that in anticipation of the elections it will become evident that 
the prime minister is unable to endure the burden of an arduous election campaign 
and will be forced to drop out. Only then it will be too late to run Yitzhaq Shamir 
for prime minister, and the top position will fall uncontested into the hands of 

the big vote getter, Ezer Weizman. 


These comments, made repeatedly without attribution in the corridors of Herut, attest 
to the very sensitive status of the prime minister in his movement. Although he is 
the leader and no one dares to stand up and advise him out of friendship to depart 
honorably, and whoever would criticize him openly would be ejected immediately from 
the tribe, the songs are different behind the scenes. More and more people in 
Herut believe that Begin is a failure eas prime minister and that there is no longer 
any prospect for saving this government in its current composition. “He is a great 
leader," someone told me, “but of the opposition. As a prime minister and team 
chief he has failed all along the way." Other vibrations on frequencies which are 
still not being received well also attest to an erosion of his strength. Althcugh 
members of the Likud leadership were encouraged and jubilant when they left the 
last meeting during which Begin declared that he would visit every settlement in 
Ierael during the election campaign and that he would be chief of staff for the 
elections, it is mentioned with bitter humor in internal conversations that the 
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victory in the last election was achieved while Begin wae lying in a private room 
in the intensive care ward in Ikholov [Hoapital]. Someone told me that in antici- 
pation of Begin's birthday which wae intended to be, as it were, an intimate event 
for family only, members of Knesset and key people in the movement received tele~ 
phone calle to be present. I have aleo heard denials of thie, but the story itself 
attests to the major fading process. 


However, the real battle which Herut ie conducting today, say those who are trying 
to eliminate the internal disputes and rivalries, ie the one for the masses of its 
members and sympathizers, those who have been disappointed by the policies of the 
government and the conduct of ite ministers and who are not sufficiently aware of 
the government's achievements. "If members of the movement become active again, 

we will eatay in power," says Gideon Gadot, the chief of the Information Branch. 
"Herut members have expressed their dissatiefaction,” he maintains, "in the 
wunicipal elections and in the trade union elections. They simply did not vote. 

We know this because we followed the vote closely. If we can reactivate them and 
gain their support, we have nothing to worry about,” he estates. It is difficult 

to know if he believes what he says or if this is part of his job as the one who is 
in charge of information and the one who will apparently lead the information staff 
of the entire Likud for the elections.

POLL SHOWS NO DROP IN PERES LABOR LEAD

[Text] There is nothing new at all in Labor. It is becoming gradually 
clear that both camps comprising it, with the accompanying incessant 
friction, are within clear numerical frames. Every controversial ques- 
tion requiring the decision of the Party Central, is being and will be 
decided, apparently, in favor of the camp of the supporters of the chairman 
of the party, Mr Shimon Peres, who dominates about 65 percent of the 
members of the Central, as opposed to a minority of 35 percent who make 
up what used to be the "Allon Camp" and now is the "Rabin Camp." , 
This is the outcome of considerably stormy afternoons at Arlozorov House 
in Tel Aviv, and was expressed with a good deal of bitterness by the 

one who had apparently won the victory, but in effect was not able to 

brag about it to the professional oddemakers of the Party: Yeruham Meshel, 
the veteran secretary-general of the Histadrut, while selected as the 
Party's candidate to continue to serve in the position which he holds in 
the second session, yet his great personal expectations were smashed 
against the immovable wall which separates the camps. 


Evidently Mr Meshel had good reason to believe that he would score a 
conspicuous personal gain: while the Rabin Camp took a position against 
his selection, it nevertheless stressed that it was taking that position 
not because of personal opposition to Meshel, but rather on an issue of 
principle: the existing Party Central which, in a couple of months, will 
end its term, is not the one that should be choosing candidates for the 
next session, but rather the Party Central that will be chosen subsequent 
to the December convention. The Meshel people were aware that even within 
the hard core of the Rabin Camp--the Kibbutz Ham'e'uhad--there were those 
who expressed a desire to vote in favor of Meshel. Even the fact that 

he had not a single opponent appeared to support his efforts to garner a 
sizable majority. Add to that the political wisdom which said that against 
a hostile Likud government the secretary-general would need an overwhelming 
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expression of confidence, to etrengthen hie hand in his economic les, 
and you can see the rosy hopes of the Meshel faithful, who looked forward 
during the secret ballot process to a majority of about 75 percent. 


What was left for the secretary~general after the vote was to choose 
between two alternative explanations: was it his unstimulating image that 
became a atumbling block for him, or was it, perhaps, the Histadrut steam- 
roller which was activated at week's end on the members of the Central, 
that failed to break the rigidity of the camp division. 


Adari Versus Nehemias 


The second vote, which delineated the boundaries, was on the function of 
the chairman of the elections committee of the party. The choice of the 
Peres camp was Mr Rafi Adari, the general manager of Workers' Housing, 

and the Rabin Camp offered Mr Aharon Nehemias, mayor of the municipality 
of Safed. The sponsor of Nehemias before members of the Central was 6 
man who in the past has been among the leading behind-the-scenes operators 
of the party, Mr David Calderon. He proved once again that people who 
have blossomed behind the scenes are better remaining there and not ex- 
posing themselves to a microphone, a camera and an audience. In a long 
and tiresome discourse which detailed insignificant milestones ‘n the life 
of his candidate, Calderon succeeded in arousing impatience and derision 
among members of the Central Committee. Even his remark that the fact 
that Mr Nehemias is of Moroccan origin should not be used against him, 

did not sit well particularly. The crowd whistled and roared in rage 

and Mr Abba Eban pondered aloud whether it would not be worthwhile for 

the Peres people to arrange, at the next Central Committee meeting, for 
Mr Rabin to be introduced to the members by that very Mr Calderon. 


Mr Adari was presented by the General Manager of Koor, Mr Nafhthali 
Blumenthal, who did a far better and shorter job, but even that had no 
great influence on the results of the vote, which again stood at around 
the fixed percentages. 


Rabin-Peres Clash 


As always, it was interesting to note how Mr Rabin and Mr Peres once 
again clashed on the podium of the Central Committee. Mr Rabin called 
upon Mr Meshel to waive the vote, and postpone it for the Central Conm- 
mittee following the convention. As soon as he left the podium, Mr Peres 
sharply attacked his remarks, the substance of Peres’ remarks being that 
the decision should be taken immediately and decisions should be honored. 
This was more than a simple hint of the previous decision of that very 
Central Committee, on the matter of the candidacy of Mr Peres himself for 
the position of prime minister. However, Mr Peres added, that if the 
Central Committee were to vote for Yitzhak Rabin as its candidate for the 
prime ministry, he, Peres, would avoid challenging that. People of the 
Rabin camp, who well remember that Mr Peres did that very thing in the 
past, began screaming foul, and even the Peres people did not understand 
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precisely what their leader was saying. “He certainly meant something," 
one of them eaid to me. "Tomorrow morning he'll explain it to me. Maybe 
then I'll understand ic." 


Stammering Speech 


Against the background of a ceremonious but stammering acceptance speech 
by Mr Meshel, the camps made their calculations. Everyone attempted to 
appear satisfied with the results, it was pleasant for the Peres people 
to stress the large majority, the Rabin people to stress the firm base 
for continuing the struggle, but both camps today are cocking hopeful 
eyes toward the ‘irge camp of almost 100,000 new registrants in Labor, 
who are the ones who will determine a good deal in the true and perhaps 
final battle: the battle over the composition of the Labor Party con- 
vention, next December.

HISTADRUT SCORES GOVERNMENT ON HOUSING

Housing Shortage Threatens Social Stability") 


[Text] The severe and continuing shortage of housing and its high price, 
which is beyond the reach of those eligible for it, constitute a threat 
to social stability in the country and are a cause of resentment which 
has already brought about a number of undesirable outcomes--it was stated 
in the sharp proposals for a resolution which were formulated to wrap up 
today's deliberation in the executive committee of the Histadrut on the 
issue of the housing crisis. 


Shmuel Bahat, a member of the coordinating committee who will initiate 
the debate today, will accuse the Housing Ministry of extreme negligence 
in this area. 


The Likud people may raise a storm because of the failure to invite Housing 
Minister David Levi to initiate the debate on the housing issue. Members 
of the Likud faction allege that by failing to invite David Levi, the 
majority is revealing that its intention is actually "for a political and 
not a substantive discussion." 


Last night the Likud people were in contact with the Housing minister and 
proposed that he appear at the meeting in his capacity of associate member 
of the executive committee, to hear the opening remarks of the chairman 
of the housing committee, the member of the coordinating committee, Shmuel 
Bahat, and subsequently to be the first speaker on behalf of the Likud. 
According to sources in the Likud, David Levi "has not yet made a final 
decision on how to go about this." A precedent had been set for this 
tactic already when David Levi and Yoram Aridor appeared together as 
associate members of the executive committee, and David Levi even brought 
with him a group of protestors who were residents of his municipality 
Bet-She' an. 
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In the proposed resolution which will be offered today to the executive 
committee, ic ia further stated that the continuing housing shortage has 
a negative and dangerous influence on the integration to society of those 
demobilized trom the IDF as well as upon the immigration to Israel and 
the absorption of immigrants. "The executive committee cautions," it is 
atated in the proposals for the resolution, "that inetead of coming to 
gripe with the problem itself, the Housing Ministry has misled the public 
through dissemination of misleading data both with regard to the extent 
of housing starts in actuality as well as with regard to the number of 
eligibles who have been unable to exercise their eligibility.” In order 
to close the gap that has been created by the scope of residential con- 
struction, the executive committee demands that the government initiate 
building starts within the range of 45,000 to 50,000 dwellings annually," 
the proposals tor the resolution state. 


Coordinating Committee Demands Creation of Employment Sources 


The coordination committee of the Histradut at the end of the week accepted 
at its meeting the proposal of the secretary-general of the Histadrut, 
Yeruham Meshel, to demand that the government forthwith create employment 
sources for workers who have been laid off. Likewise, the Treasury has 
been called upon to permit the National Insurance Institute limited use 

of funds which have been collected by it, and which belong to it, including 
monies of the Unemployment Insurance Fund, which are monies that are 
transferred to the National Insurance from wage withholdings of workers 

and employers. 


Meshel stressed that emphasis should be placed upon creation of sources 

of employment, either through transfer of production lines in depressed 
enterprises, or through the establishment of new enterprises. Meshel 

noted that payment of unemployment benefits is merely a partial stopgap, 

as insurance during a time of crisis, but that it will not solve the problem 
of the worker who has been laid off and who is interested in continuing 

to work. Likewise, the secretary-general warned against withholding 
unemployment payments from workers who complete courses in occupational 
training, but for whom work has not been found. 





SHELI: Weak Classes Hit Again 


The chairman of the SHELI faction in the Histadrut, Ron Cohen, rerorted 
on Friday that he has received information which is still being held 
secret, according to which the training grants for students in the lowest 
tenth percentile in the population have been cancelled. 


In consequence of this information, Ron Cohen on Friday applied to the 
minister of labor and welfare and to the minister of education to act 

to restore the grant. According to his argument, “cancellation of this 
grant is an additional link in the chain of assaults upon the weak classes, 
and it is up to me to demand that the assaulter not economize on the backs 
of these classes." Ron Cohen asserts that training of a student for the 
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current school year costs about 6,500 Israel pounds. The chairman of 
the SHEL! faction proposes that monies from the tuition fee which are 
presently frozen in the National Insurance Institute, be allocated for 
this purpose, and in that way will be returned to their original purpose.

MAJOR INCREASE IN UNLMPLOYMENT NOTED

[A.tlele: “Unemployment Increases Prom 1200 to 12,000") 


{Text} “The increase in the number of unemployed from 1200 prior to November 1979-~- 
the date of the change of government policy on subsidies, employment and credit--to 
12,500 tn July provides clear evidence of the worsening of the employment situation,” 
said the chatrman of the Trade Union Branch in the Hietadrut, Yierael Kayear, at 

the plenary session of the branch which was convened yesterday with the participation 
of the director-general of the Employment Service, Barukh Haqla'i. 


Kayear demanded that the unemployed be given suitable work in accordance with the 
law and not be required to take any work offered. According to him, the Employment 
Service must solve the unemployment problem by means of the vocational rotation and 
movement of workere. He demanded that the government enact a minimum wage lav. 


The chariman of the Employment Staff of the Histadrut, Aharon Harel, demanded that 
the government and the Employment Service create commutative employment for the 
unemployed. He called for the cancellation of an order for 200 ambulances in the 
United States and their production in automotive enterprises in Nazerat ‘Illitc 
which will prevent the laying off of workers ana the payment of foreign currency. 


Haqia’'i: 43500 Laid off 


The director-general of the Employment Service, B. Haqla'i, said that since 

19 November businesses have announced their intention to lay off 8200 workers, 
however, by the end of June 1980, 3500 had been laid off. In addition, many 
workere have been given early retirement, and the scope of employment in a series 
of businesses has been reduced. This process resulted in the fact that while in 
July 1979 there were 22,720 people seeking work, in July 1980 the number rose to 
% 750. 


Barukh Haqla'i also pointed out that public administration has also been recently 
closed to workers, a fact which primarily has an adverse effect on academics. 


Nevertheless, he said, there are today about 17,000 vacancies in textile and food 
enterprises. These involve shift work and beginning wage levels; therefore, not 
many people are interested in then.

Among the job seekers there were 99 
ekilled building trade workers, 887 in manufacturing, 701 from transporta- 
tion, 7&4 in clerical, 340 in the liberal professions, and 9,075 unskilled 
job seekers as has been made public in a recently completed report on the 
employment situation in the 29 development towns. 


During the same time period the employment offices in the development 
towns received 5,598 requests for workers, which included 1,475 requests 
for skilled workers, and 4,123 requests for unskilled workers. 615 of 

the requests were not filled for lack of appropriate workers and this in- 
cluded 332 requests for unskilled workers. 5,224 of the job seekers were 
directed to jobs. 4,750 job seekers were unemployed 6 days or more during 
that month. 


Large Development Towns 


7,096 of the 12,045 job seekers and 3,164 of the 4,750 unemployed for 

6 days or more, are counted within the 7 large development towns, which 
include Tiberias, with 710 job seekers and 499 unemployed; Nazareth-Alit 
602 job seekers and 358 unemployed, Afula 815 and 465; Acre 717 and 23/7, 
Nahariya 577 job seekers and 195 unemployed, Ashdod 1,073 and 278; and 
Ashkelon 946 and 392. 


Job Refusal Notation 


Directives to note "Refusal to Work" which makes unskilled job seekers 
who cefuse to report to available jobs, ineligible to be certified for 
unemployment benefits, were sent to the employment offices throughout 
the country--as was reported by the director-general of the Employment 
Service at a meeting of the placement subcommittee of the Employment 
Service Council which took place last week in Jerusalem. 
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llaklay reported, that deapite the inerease in the number of job seekers 
and in the n.mber of unemployed, the Pmployment Service encountered diffi- 
culties in directing skilled and unekilled workers to manufacturing, to 
hotel services, to conatruction and to agriculture, There are difficulties 
in directing workera to the grape harvest in Samaria. The employment 
offices are compelled to tranemit new applications for workers from the 
Territories, The number of recipients of certificates for unemployment 


benefite increased aleo among the unakilled who refuse to report to avail- 
able jobs.

RESEARCH EMPLOYMENT PROPOSED FOR ACADEMICS 
Tel Aviv HA'ARETZ in Hebrew 25 Aug 80 p 3 


[Article: "IL690 Million Will Permit the Employment of 500 Additional Academics 
in Research and Development for Export") 


{Text] An allocation of [L690 million will permit the employment of an additional 
500 academics in about 100 research and development programs for export commodities. 
This was announced by Minister of Industry, Commerce and Touritem Gideon Patt upon 
completion of the firet part of a program for encouraging exporte and changing the 
employment structure in the economy. 


The program, which was prepared by Mr Avraham Ashri, the deputy director general of 
the Ministry of Industry, Commerce and Touriem, and approved by the sinister, notes 
that the ministry now has proven research and development programs, the taplementation 
of which has been delayed because of the lack of funds. Moreover, all the requisite 
administrative inetrumente for the iamediate implementation of the aforementioned 
programs also exist. 


The ministry states that even with the authorization of the programs, there will be 
a need to establish a condition that the academics who will be employed will be 


supplementary employees and not permanent employees in the projecte. 
Emphasis on Research and Development 


In a discussion of the essential elements of the program held in the ministry, 
Minister Patt pointed out that special emphasis sust now be placed on industrial 
research and development since Israel can now compete in the world market only if 
the original know-how component in the commodity will be relatively higher than 
the cost of ite production. 


Those who submitted the program point out that in 1979 about 2,850 academics were 
employed in (tndustrial research and development, including about 80 research and 
development programs at an overall cost of IL1.860 billion, of which about IL970 
million was funded with the help of grante. 


The average overall cost of an academic researcher, including use of equipment, 
mate:lale and employment of assistants in an industriel project in 1979 was about 
1L1.4 wtillion while in 1980 it was estimated at I1L2.8 aillion. 
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One Hundred Programe 


On the basie of the requests already in the minietry, it te clear that for about 

100 justified and proven research projects there will be no solution and it will 

not be possible to authorize them under current budget limitations, For these 100 
programe to be authorised an additional allocation of 11550 million ie required 

for the fund for industrial research which will provide an impetus for the employment 
of 400 academics and about 325 other workers. <A supplementary allocation of IL140 
million for preindusatrial research, which would employ about 100 additional 
academica, would be a solution for the employment of 500 academics and would likely 


provide impetue for developwent and the promotion of exports resulting from leraeli 
research and developaent. 


The entire program will be submitted today to an interminietry team for the 
encouragement of exporte and the change of the employment etructure in the economy. 


Minieter Patt aleo pointed out that Leraeli exports resulting from original research 
and development, which amounted to 150 million dollare in 1979 is steadily increasing, 
and the application of thie program will bring use at the end of the decade to the 
export of 3 billion dollars of research and development commodities.

MINISTER DEPLORES DEFICIT IN RAINFALL, EFFECT ON CROPS 
Nouakchott GHAAB in French 6-7 Sep 80 p 3 


[Interview with Mohamed Ould Amar, Mauritanian minister of rural development, by 
Radio Mauritania; Nouakchott; date not given) 


{Text ] Mohamed Ould Amar, minister of rural development, recently 
granted an interview to our colleagues from Radio Mauritania in 
which he deplored the delay in the rainy season thie year and 

ite dangerous consequences on the life of the rural sector. 


By way of example, the minister said that the towne of Nema 
and Kiffa witnessed in the entire sonth of July 1980 only 33 
and 22 percent, respectively, of their normal rainfall for that 
month. 


Asked to survey the situation of the livestock-raising projects 
in the country's southern and southwestern sones, the minister 
said that they are either on the point of or at an advanced stage 
of execution. 


Mohamed Ould Amar also mentioned among other questions the con- 
straint which the landholding system exerts on the development 
of agriculture in Mauritania and asserted the government 's 
determination to find a just and equitable solution to this 


thorny question. 


Question: The rainy season wae late this year. Can ite scepe be determined 
already at thie etage and what are the consequences of thie delay on the rural 
sector? 


Anewer: The rainy season was indeed late this year, which has had among other 
negative corcequences the extension of a particularly difficult preharvest food 
shortage for the herd. By way of example, the towne of Nema and Kiffa, to mention 
only these, witnessed in the entire month of July 1980 only 33 and 21 percent, 
respectively, of their normal rainfall for that month. Even though it ie etill 
premature to evaluate the results of thie rainy season, it is already possible to 
draw the following conclusions: 
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1, The rainy season will be relatively short and some types of vegetables, 
eapecially the fodder crops, will not have time to complete their growing cycles 
before the October hot weather (harmattan wind). 


2. The rainfall ie unevenly distributed and some very important regions from the 
agricultural-pastoral viewpoint have eo far seen a dangerous deficit. Involved 
are the two Hodhe and Assaba and Trarza, 


It is however appropriate to note that the river's flood watere had risen fairly 
early, which enables us to hope for good crops in the Oualo region, 


Question; Mauritanian agriculture hae witnessed difficulties owing to a shortage of 
rainfall. Mr minister, are you optimistic for the year under way? 


Anewer; The shortage of rainfall ie indeed one of the major constraints of our 
courtry's agriculture and particularly of traditional agriculture, It ie etill too 
early, ae I said before, to make projections regarding the resulte of thie year's 
agricultural season. In general, such a projection can be made only in October or 
November, that is, when the maximum amount of information is available on the rain- 
fall, ite volume, and ite distribution in time and space. Too, ae you certainly 
know already, it is not only rainfall which determines the resulte of such an 
agricultural season. There are aleo the behavior of the crop peste and our capa- 
bility to contain their attacks. Wait, then, for a month longer, perhaps even for 
l<«1/2 months, so that I may be able to tell you with less risk of error what this 
agricultural season will be like. 


Already now and ae I mentioned earlier, the Oualo region and the low-lying areas 
ean represent sources of hope for use for the 1980-81 agricultural season. 


Question: What is the situation regarding the laying out of livestock-raising 
projects in the southern and southwestern zones? 


Anewer: Three lLivestock-raising projects are in the process of initiation or at an 
advanced stage of execution. 


Involved are the pastureland improvement project (with Dutch funding) whose operation 
zone is in Assaba, the Tagant region, and southeastern Brakna; projects in the 
southeast and southwest (financed respectively by the EDF [European Development 
Fund! and the World Bank which will be involved in the two Hodhe and Aseaba for 

the former,and in the regions of Trarza, Brakna, and Gorgol for the latter). The 
sum total of these projects strives to improve the pastoral hydraulic infrastructure 
(to increase the use of some pastureland through the creation ef water points to 
enhance sanitary facilities and to teach the livestock-raisers improved techniques 
of herd and pasture management. The latter is all the more fundamental as it is 
necessary to observe a balance among our pastureland resources. We have so far 
resorted to temporary makeshifts which have limite since they are not completely 
dependent on us. What is involved is movement of herds outside our borders and the 
distribution of concentrated fodder. 


Question: Land ownership represents a handicap for the state's facilities, notably 
in the Gorgol region. Has a solution been found to this thorny problem? 











Anewer: The system of land ownership ie a handicap to a large extent and, ae I 
explained at the latest seminar for cadres, the development of agriculture ae well, 
1 nevertheless wish to clarify an ambiguity. Thie constraint ie exerted principally 
on the major public hydroagricultural projects. It can etill be overcome in the 
area of traditional agriculture. Consequently, in my opinion there are no farmers 
who, a8 geome pointed out at the seminar, have the resolve to produce and enjoy rain- 
fall, climatic, and ecological conditions favorable for production but are prevented 
trom doing eo by the nature of land ownership. Furthermore, when they exist, the 
contradictions are less among social claseee--ae is the case eleewhere--than among 
tribes or groupe of tribes, 


What -L have just said in no way strives to minimize the problems which arise but 
rather to epecify their nature. The search for a solution to thie problem of land 
ownerehip will have to strive to preserve the fundamental rights of individuale as 
well ae groups of individuals concerned and to liberate the modernizing effort of 
the state. 


While etriving to solve the immediate problems arising in the Gorgol region or else- 
wuere, thie solution will have to broach the problem overall, that is, in all ite 
celative aspects both regarding cultivated or cultivable land and concerning 
pastureland and pasture rights. Efforte are under way. But the problems being as 
complex as you know, the endeavor could only be prudent and extended. 


It is necessary to find just solutions which are equitable to everyone. The govern- 
ment will not allow itself to be diverted from this approach because of pressure. 


Question: Mr minister, what is the state of the national agricultural development 
fund? 


Anewer: There is nothing called an agricultural development fund but there is a 
national development fund, period. The decree creating and regulating thie fund is 
in the process of being promulgated. Thie institution whose takeoff capacity will 
be 400 million ouguiya anticipates three specialized funds (for agriculture, fishing, 
and industry), which funds could in the more or less long term split off as 
autonomous entities. Por the time being the national directorate is striving to 
build up the necessary funds for the inetitution and to define ite operating rules. 


Question: The head of state launched an appeal this year that everyone contribute 
to the success of the 1980 agricultural season. What are the measures taken by your 
department to achieve that goal? 


Answer: I specify that the appeal of the head of state does not relate exclusively 
to the government services but aleo to all the active forces of the country. 


As regards measures taken by the department in this context, they involve the 
acquisition and distribution of market garden equipment, the initiation of a vegetable 
and especially crop protection campaign, and the strengthening of the means of 
assistance of the livestock-raising department to insure appropriate sanitary services 
for the herd. 
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Too, my department continues to be at the disposal of collectivities that may express 
their intention to lay out new land or boost water storage possibilities in the 
villages and the fields. 


Question: Mr minister, is there a message that you wish use to convey to our farmere? 


Anewer: My appeal will limit iteelf to reminding you of what the chairman of the 
CMSN [Military Committee for National Safety], the head of state and of the govern- 
ment, said when he urged our people to win the battle of agricultural production 
and particularly of food crops to protect what is our natural patrimony and to help 
our natural resources regenerate themselves. 











SENTENCES ISSUED IN BENJELLOUN ASSASSINATION 
Detaile of Sentences 
Rabat L'OPINION in French 21 Sep 80 p 1 


{Text} The Casablanca Court of Appeals issued its verdict in the case of 
the assassination on 18 December 1975 of Omar Benjelloun, editor of the 
Casablanca newspaper, AL MOUHARRIR. 


The court imposed the death penalty on defendants Saad Ahmed Ben Driss and 
Khazzar Mustapha Ben Mohamed. 


In addition, the following defendants were sentenced to life imprisonment: 
Mouti Abdelkrim, a fugitive from justice; Nouamani Abdelaziz, a fugitive from 
justice; Khachane Abdelmajid Ben Omar; Salih Omar Ben Mohamed; Kindi Hassan 
Ben Mohamed; Omar Azgoula; and Amri Ahmed Ben Nouchalb. 


What is more the court acquitted Kamal Ibrahim Ben Abbes, Achalb Ahmed Ben 
Lahbib and Chawki Mohamed Ben Abdellah. 


Protest Demonstration

[Text] In a related connection, the Ministry of Interior issued a communique 
in which it announced that on "Friday, 19 September 1980, a group of indivi- 
duals proclaiming itself to be an association with the name of “Achabab Al 
Mouslim," had organized an unauthorized demonstration in the public streets 
and that this had taken place at the end of the prayer on Friday which was 
celebrated in the Al Mouhammadi Moeque in Casablanca. 


"The demonstrators shouted slogans in opposition to the trial relating to the 
assassination of Omar Benjelloun and to the political group with which the 
latter was associated. 


"The quick intervention of the forces of order resulted in the dispersion 
of this demonstration. There were no casualties. Thirty persons were 
arrested 


"A judicial investigation has been initiated." 
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Witness for Prosecution's Statement 
Casablanca LIBERATION in French 19 Sep 80 p 9 


(Text) Text of statement made by a witness for the prosecution [partie civile] 
in the case heard on 15 September 1980; 


The political assassination of which the late Aomar Bendjelloun [as published) 
was the victim and whose particular seriousness cannot escape anyone was 
committed with the specific purpsoe of silencing one of the eminent defenders 
of the democratic and socialist causes in the Third World. 


Executed in Morocco by paid killers, he was liquidated by those who have 
an interest in keeping our country from ever inaugurating the democratic 
process for which the deceased Aomar Bendjelloun had always fought and for 
which he suffered so much. On several occasions he had escaped death, in 
particular at the beginning of 1973 when an effort was made to assassinate 
him by means of a booby-trapped package. 


The truth about the assassination on 18 December 1975 which we are called 

upon to judge could have been brought to light if those charged by their 

duties and responsibilities--political and judicial authorities--with revealing 
this truth had operated to this end. But these authorities have constantly 
acted just the opposite. 


On the one hand, in fact, the responsible government authorities did not 
make known to the judicial apparatus the information they possessed; worse 
yet, they did nothing to ensure the court appearance of two essential defendants, 
although one of them, Abdelaziz Naamani, was arrested 3 years ago, and the 
other, Abdelkrim Moutii has taken refuge in a “brother country" (the Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia) and the Moroccan Government has refrained from requesting 
his extradition. Similarly, these authorities have not taken the action 
necessary to assure that papers which have disappeared from the dossier and 
which--according to police conclusions--comtain serious charges against high 
personalities and foreign organizations are replaced in the file or that at 
least copies of these papers are introduced into the court proceedings. 


As for the judicial hearings, they have in turn prevented the truth from 
coming out, either passively or actively. 


Passively: when the judicial police stopped their investigations of those 
responsible for the crime at a lower level and when the various examining 
magistrates who succeeded one another in this case limited themselves to the 
admission of the defendants’ denials as if the judges were dealing with mere 
witnesses. 


Actively: when the judicial apparatus refused to have an inquiry made into 
the disappearance of essential papers from the dossier; when it refused to 
order that defendants Neamani and Moutii be referred to the judical apparatus; 
when it refused to order the judicial police to present to it at least copies 
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of the papers which had disappeared from the file; when the judicial apparatus 
refused to hear as witnesses persons whom the witness for the prosecution 

had requested be heard, either within the framework of supplementary infor- 
mation or at the bench of the criminal court, such hearing being of a nature 
to bring to light at a minimum certain truths about this case. 


Under these circumstances, the trial which we have been requested to attend 
can be nothing more than a judicial masquerade, an insult to authentic justice 
and to the memory of the late Aomar Bendjelloun. 


The witness for the prosecution, being unable by his presence to support such 
a mockery of justice has decided to leave it to your court the historical 
responsibility of hearing the case without his participation. 


By means of the decision you will render, you will have perhaps judged the 
assassins; however, you surely will not have judged those really responsible 
tor this odious crime which did not only make a victim of Aomar Bendjelloun 
but also of those close to him, his friends, indeed all of Morocco. 


The real trial of this crime will take place on another day, when we will 
tind those truly responsible. 


For now, the witness for the prosecution feels that the true dossier of this 
case has not yet been opened...

In accord with government instructions and in consultation with regional 
authorities from the District of Tunis, the minister of the Interior has 
taken a series of measures designed to tighten public security in Tunis 
and in the suburbs to maintain an atmosphere of calm and to prevent acts 
of delinquen:y. 


In this context, a work session was held Wednesday in the governor's 
offices under the direction of Mhadheb Rouissi, president governor of the 
District of Tunis. This session was devoted to putting these measures into 
effect and particularly to the creation of ten mobile National Guard bri- 
gades whose job it will be to back up the activities of the police stations 
in the areas and neighborhoods which have experienced a renewed outbreak of 
acts of violence and delinquency. 


The mobile brigades will begin their activity shortly and will be provided 
with necessary manpower and material. They will make continuous rounds and, 
to back up the actions of the municipal police, will make checks aimed at 
fighting rural depopulation and anarchistic groups. 


The president governor of the District of Tunis noted in this regard that 
elected officials and Destourien groups are being asked to prepare the 
public so that these brigades will be able to accomplish their clean-up 
mission under the best conditions and to guarantee security within the 
capital and in its suburbs. 


He also announced that permanent National Guard posts will be established 
at Gammarth, Harrouch, B'har Lazreg, Kabaria, El-Ouardia, Borj Touil,

SENTENCED STUDENI» TO ENJOY FULL RIGHTS

[Text] Ae the universities get back in session for 1980-81, the prime 
minteter has announced: 


In accord with the recommendations of Supreme Combatant President Habib 
Bourguiba, to permit all sentenced students to continue their studies and 
to take advantage of social benefite normally available to students and to 
guarantee psychological conditions conducive to a normal university Life, 
Prime Minister Mohamed Mzali, presided over a work session yesterday at the 
government palace in Kasbah with Abdelaziz Ben Dhia, minister of higher ed- 
ucation and ectentific research, and Ahmed Bennour, general director of 
National Security, along with Mezri Chekir, director of the prime minister's 
cabinet. 


During this meeting the following was decided: 

~-Sentenced students have full rights to registration in the fields in which 
they are studying, to boarding school scholarships, to housing, and to the 
university restaurant. 

~-Studente in fields which have been abolished in the meantime will be 
reoriented into different areas within the university. 
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
